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FOREWORD. 


A FEW words seem necessary from me as part-author 
and Publisher of this book on ‘‘The Stamps of Great 
Britain.”’ 

It may possibly interest the reader to know how this book 
came to be written. Some three years ago, at the request of 
my friend, Mr. Sidney A. R. Oliver, I undertook to supply 
him with copies of practically all the publications then issued 
dealing with the stamps of our own country; later on, I 
received from him a manuscript of a book which he had 
“compiled on the subject. I was surprised to find that this 
was somewhat similar to what I had been working on in my 
spare time. Thinking that possibly it might be of interest to 
other collectors, we decided to collaborate in the task, and 
the result is now before you. 

It is not presumed that this is the last word on the stamps 
of this country. The joint authors are aware of their short- 
coming’s and realize that there must be omissions and errors ; 
having this in mind, criticisms and assistance in issuing 
an addenda or in making a second edition nearer perfection 
wili be welcomed. 

Acknowledgment is made to the many works mentioned 
in the Bibliography at the end of each section of this book, 
without which it could not have been produced, also to many 
leading writers in the philatelic press. The authors also wish 
to place on record their appreciation of cordial assistance 
from Messrs. A. B. Creeke, Derek Ingram, Charles Nissen, 
A. H. Thompson, and others, and especially are they in- 
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debted to Mr. L. A. J. Baker for ungrudging work in con- 
nexion with the original manuscript and preparation for the 
press. 

The book before you, with all its faults, is published in 
the hope that a concise History and Check List published at 
a popular price may be of real help to those who are now 


collecting, or may start to collect, the stamps of our own 


country.

A BRIEF OUTLINE OF POSTAL HISTORY 
PRIOR TO 1840. 


Bt as Aah this book only deals with the period 1840 to 

the present day, it has been thought expedient to insert 
this chapter, as it deals with the Early Postal History of 
Great Britain. 

The Post, as we know it to-day, is the outcome of evo- 
lution which was commenced thousands of years ago, 
each succeeding age making more perfect its working, 
until we arrive at the present time, when letters and parcels 
are carried cheaply and expeditiously by Air, which means of 
transport is still in its infancy. 

Postal History prior to the year 1840, as will be shown 
in this outline, is somewhat scanty, and what History there 
is is very complicated, which necessarily makes the writing 
of the chapter somewhat difficult. 

To most readers there is no Postal History prior to 1840, 
which year will be remembered until the end of all time as 
that of the issue of the first Postage Stamps and the general 
cheapening of the postal rates throughout the world. This 
is, however, incorrect, as Postal History dates back cer- 
tainly as far as 1035 B.c., and possibly further. 

Perhaps the earliest mention of letters is to be found in 
the Scriptures, for in 2 Samuel xi. 14 the following is to be 
found :—‘‘And it came to pass in the morning, that David 
wrote a letter to Joab, and sent it by the hand of Uriah.”’ 

This occurrence is placed at about 1035 B.c., but the 
letter would not be like our letters of to-day; it would prob- 
ably be written on a cake of clay, and the carrier would 
be a special messenger of the King. 

A more complete system is recorded by Xenophon, who 
recorded the fact that Cyrus the Elder, in 592 B.c., caused 
couriers with saddled horses to stand ready at various 
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stations throughout the Persian Empire, one day’s journey 
from each other, in order to receive reports from the pro- 
vinces. 

Again, the Romans established Posts. Two letters at 
least were written by Julius Caesar from Britain to Cicero 
in Rome, one taking twenty-six and the other twenty-eight 
days on its journey; this was some time between 55 and 
$0: B.C. 

Crude systems of Postage were in use from the earliest 
times, and in a.p. 807 the Emperor Charlemagne, the founder 
of the Holy Roman Empire, reorganized the European Posts. 


THE PosT IN ENGLAND. 


Entries are to be found of payments to nuncii for the 
conveyance of Government dispatches as far back as the 
reign of King John (1199-1216), and during the reign of 
Henry III (1216-1272) the messengers commenced to wear 
Royal Livery. 

Later, during the reign of Edward III (1327-1377), traces 
of the Posts are to be observed in the Statutes, and in 1482, 
during the reign of Edward 1V, Post horses were placed at 
intervals of twenty miles. 

Up to about this time the Posts were only used for royal 
messages and communications of the great Ministers of State, 
but with the gradual advancement of learning and the art of 
writing the great organization of the Post of to-day was 
gradually built up. 

The first known Master of the Post was Sir Brian Tuke, 
but at what date he commenced his office is not quite certain ; 
he was certainly in office as early as the year 1516. 

Queen Elizabeth, in 1591, issued a Proclamation ordering 
that all letters were to be sent to foreign parts by the Post. 

In 1606 John Stanhope, first Baron Stanhope of Harring- 
ton, and his son Charles were, by letters patent, appointed 
‘‘Master of the Posts and Messengers.’’ 

A separate office was, in 1619, granted to Matthew de 
Quester, who was made Postmaster of England for Foreign 
Parts. 

An Order in Council was made in 1626, which allowed all 
Companies of Merchants to send their letters abroad by 
messengers of their own choosing, but in the next year (1627) 
this Order was rescinded, except in the case of the Company 
of Merchant Adventurers. 
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The next item of importance occurred in 1632, when 
Matthew de Quester, who had lost his son, assigned his 
patent to William Frizell and Thomas Witherings, letters 
patent being granted to them jointly on March 15th, 1633. 

With the name of Witherings is associated improvements 
in the Postal System, a scheme of his being approved on 
July 31st, 1635, whereby eight main postal lines were estab- 
lished, as follows :— 


The Great Northern Road, 

To Ireland by Holyhead, 

To Ireland by Bristol, 

To the marches of Wales by Shrewsbury, 
To Plymouth, 

To Dover, 

To Harwich, 

To Yarmouth, 


the rates of postage on a single letter being fixed as follows :

These rates remained in force until the reign of Queen Anne. 

From 1660 to 1677* the Posts were farmed, that is to 
say, let at a rental to various persons, who themselves made 
a profit out of the undertaking by sub-letting. Thus, in 
1660, it was farmed to Henry Bishop for a term of seven 
years at a yearly rental of £421,500. Bishop, after holding 
office for three years, disposed of the remainder of his lease 
to Daniel O’Neale. In October, 1667, Bishop’s lease being 
ended, the Office was farmed by Lords Arlington and 
Berkeley, at a yearly rental of £25,000, for a term of ten 
years. 

We now arrive at the period when opposition systems 


* Opinions differ as to the dates the Post was in farm (but the dates 
on this point quoted above are taken from ‘‘The Post Office, an His- 
torical Survey.’’ This version seems likely to be correct, as it is com- 
piled by the Postal Authorities themselves and issued by authority). Phil- 
brick and Westoby have it as follows :— 

In the year 1650 the practice of farming the Post Office revenues 
commenced. ... At first the revenues were farmed for £)5,000, but 
subsequently, up to 1659, they were farmed to Mr. John Manley for 
£10,000. 
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were set up. In 1680* Robert Murray, an upholsterer, and 
William Dockwra, a sub-searcher in the Custom House, set 
up a Penny Post in London, the plan being worked by 
Dockwra. Letters and parcels up to 1 Ib. in weight and £10 
in value were carried, registered, and insured for id. 
Dockwra established his Chief Office in Lime Street. (the 
mansion of Sir Robert Abdy), and seven Sorting and District 
Offices and between four and five hundred Receiving Offices 
and wall boxes were installed. In 1682 this system was 
found to be an infringement of the Postmaster-General’s 
monopoly and was suppressed and incorporated with the 
General Post Office in 1685, Dockwra being appointed Comp- 
troller of the London Post Office in 1697. The London 
Penny Post continued until 1801, when it was turned into a 
Twopenny Post, the Penny Post which had been set up in a 
few towns continuing the same. 

In the year 1710 the Postal Law was completely re- 
modelled (g Anne, c. 10), which was the foundation of all 
Postal Law down to the year 1837. By this Act, Chief Letter 
Offices at Edinburgh, Dublin, New York, and the Leeward 
Islands were established, and the rates of postage fixed as 
under :— . 


ENGLAND.—Under 80 miles id ee ae 
Over 80 miles - 5 wai 
To Edinburgh or Dublin ... 6d. 


An Act of the Scottish Parliament in 1695 set up a 
separate Post Office for that country with a separate Post- 
master-General, but by the Act of 1710 this Office was re- 
united to that of England. 

In 1720 Cross-Posts were arranged. Ralph Allen, Deputy 
Postmaster for Bath, was granted the lease for life for all the 
Cross-Posts at a rental of £6,000 per annum, and at his 
death, in 1769, the system came under the control of the 
Postmaster-General. 

In 1784 a separate Post Office was set up by the Parlia- 
ment of Ireland, there being an Irish Postmaster-General 
until the year 1831. 

The rates of postage fixed in 1710 continued until the 
reign of George III (5 Geo. III, c. 25), when the rates were 
. fixed at: for a single letter, 1d. under 15 miles; 2d. under 


* Philbrick and Westoby seem to be wrong in saying Dockwra’s 
Post was established in 1683, for in the British Museum there is a 
pamphlet published by Dockwra in 1681 showing that his Post was 
working at that time. 
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40 miles; 3d. under 80 miles; and so on; authority being 
granted to the Postmaster-General to establish Penny Posts* 
in cities and towns similar to the London Penny Post. 

On August 2nd, 1784, the first Mail Coach made its first 
journey from Bristol to London, an extra charge of 1d. being 
made for the conveyance of letters by this route. 

In 1797 and 1805 the rates of postage were raised, and 
_in 1812 the rates were fixed as under :—

—and so on, with an Paditon "of 1d. for each additional 
1co miles, this rate being for single letters. It may here be 
noted that all enclosures were counted as letters. 

From December 5th, 1839, to the introduction of Penny 
Postage, a charge of 4d. for all letters was made, this being 
a temporary arrangement. 

(Notes on Postal History subsequent to 1840 will be 
found in the Introduction to the various sections of this 
book.)

In 1830 the registration fee for foreign letters was £1.

The first mail coach ran on August 2nd, 1784, from 
Bristol to London, the journey taking seventeen hours, and 
the last ran on January 6th, 1846, from Norwich to New- 
market.

FROM Official Records it appears that the Lords of the 
Treasury issued an invitation on August 23rd, 1839, to 
the public generally, requesting co-operation in the way of 
Designs of Stamped Paper, &c. A premium of £200 (after- 
wards increased to 4,400) was offered for the best design 
sent in by the 15th day of October, 1839. 

Mulready was not one of the original competitors, but 
was introduced into the matter in December, 1839, and 
eventually produced the accepted design. 

On May ist, 1840, Penny and Twopenny Letter Sheets 
and Envelopes were issued, and they came into actual use 
on May 6th. The design was by William Mulready, R.A., 
cccupying the upper portion and the two sides of the address 
side. Philbrick and Westoby, in their book, describe the 
design as follows :— 


In the centre of the group of figures, Britannia is 
represented as diSpatching winged messengers to the 
different quarters of the globe, while the figures on each 

- side of her are emblematical of British Commerce and 
communication with all parts of the world. To her right 
are East Indians on elephants directing the embarkation 
of merchandise, Arabs with laden camels, and Chinese. 
On her left, American Indians negotiating a Treaty, and 
negroes packing casks of sugar. On the foreground on 
one side is a youth reading a letter to his mother; on 
the other side a group eagerly pressing to see the wel- 
come letter. 


The design was engraved by Mr. John Thompson, and 
multiplied by stereo-plates, the same blocks being used for 
covers and envelopes of both values. The Penny was printed 
in black, and the Twopenny in blue, the inscription on the 
Penny being ‘‘POSTAGE ONE PENNY’’, in italic capitals slanting 
from right to left, and the Twopenny, ‘‘POSTAGE TWO PENCE’’, 
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in capitals slanting from left to right. The name of the 
artist, W. Mulready, R.A., appears in the lower left-hand 
corner, and that of the engraver, John Thompson, in the 
lower right-hand corner. 

In addition to the design, on the front or address side of 
the cover, are to be found the Rates of Postage, &c., then in 
force, together with instructions for use. 

Both the covers and envelopes were printed by Messrs. 
Wm. Clowes & Sons, in sheets of 12 (three horizontal rows 
of 4). 

Silk threads run throughout the paper, three pink ones 
above and two below. 

These Envelopes and Wrappers were not in use for long, 
as immediately after issue they were ‘‘abused and ridiculed on 
all sides,’’ the public preferring the adhesive stamps, and 
the ‘‘Mulreadys’’ were withdrawn in 1841 and the remainder 
in bulk stock was destroyed. 

Mulready envelopes and covers were demonetized as from 
June 1st, 1901, by an Order dated April 19th, 1901. 

Essays, Trials, and Proofs on India Paper exist, and 
there are some hundred or so amusing and other caricatures, 
some of which were by such well known artists as Leech, 
**Phiz,’’ &c. Forgeries are known but are not common.

THE LINE-ENGRAVED SERIES 
OF STAMPS. 


THE EVOLUTION OF THE FIRST STAMPS. 


: ie! was not until the year 1840* that postage stamps, as we 

now know them, were issued, as a means of prepaying 
postage on letters. Prior to 1840 correspondence was franked 
with rubber or, perhaps more correctly, wooden stamps, and 
the postal charges depended on the distance that a letter had 
to travel before reaching its destination. 

Mr. (afterwards Sir) Rowland Hill, K.C.B.,+ had for some 
years interested himself in a plan for reforming the then 
present system of postage, and in 1837 he published a pam- 
phlet expounding a system of Posts; two years later, in 1839, 
he was appointed to carry out the system which he had ad- 
vocated, and on August 17th of that year the first Penny 
Postage Act was passed—one, and perhaps the chief, of its 
provisions being that the rates of postage should in future be 
calculated on the weight and not on the distance as before. 
Another important provision was that all letters should be 
prepaid; preyiously the sender had been able to send a letter 
paid or unpaid just as he wished. This course caused delay in 
delivery with considerable expense incurred in the collection 
of the dues; therefore, to cheapen the working of the posts, 
all letters had to be sent prepaid, or, if not, to be charged 
double fees at the other end. 

Having made these regulations as to the prepayment of 
postage it was necessary to devise some means to show that 
the postage was paid. Therefore towards the end of the year 
1839, public competition for the design and shape of the new 


* This note on the introduction of Postage Stamps deals with the 
period immediately preceding their issue. The idea was not new, as has 
been shown in ‘‘The Outline of Postal History Prior to 1840.’’ This 
chapter should be read as a continuation of the Outline. It was Rowland 
Hill’s good fortune to have his scheme carried out, and from that fact 
he has been named ‘‘The Father of Penny Postage’’; other persons had 
notions similar to his, of which no notice has been taken. 


+ Born at Kidderminster, 1795, received National Testimonial June 
17th, 1845, appointed Secretary to Postmaster-General 1854, retired 1864, 
died 1879, buried in Westminster Abbey. 
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labels, as the stamps were then called, was invited, some two 
thousand seven hundred entries being received, none of which 
met with approval. Thereupon Mr. Rowland Hill made a 
water-colour sketch of a stamp, which was submitted to the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and approved. This water- 
colour is now in the collection of H.M. King George V. 


Rowland Hill’s’ specification of a stamp was as 
follows :— 

‘‘\ bit of paper just large enough to bear a stamp and 
sovered at the back with a glutinous wash.’”’ 

Turning from the foregoing history of the birth of the 
Postage Stamp, we must now consider the design and other 
matters appertaining to the issue of the stamps themselves. 
It has been stated that Mr. Rowland Hill made a water-colour 
sketch of a stamp, which was accepted as being what a stamp 
should be. This rough sketch had to be converted into a 
finished drawing, and this work was entrusted to Mr. Henry 
Corbould, an artist of the period and afterwards an R.A. 
For a portrait of the Queen the head of the City Medal, 
struck in 1837 and designed by William Wyon, was used 
(this head is used for all the Victorian stamps). It is recorded 
that 4,12 was paid to Corbould for the drawing, from which 
the die was engraved. This was done by one of the Heaths, 
but it is not quite certain if the actual engraving was done 
by Charles Heath (the father) or Frederick (the son). Messrs. 
Stanley Gibbons attribute the work to Frederick Heath and 
the late Lord Crawford to Charles Heath, but this is a ques- 
tion which has never been quite cleared up, although there is 
a great deal of evidence on both sides. 

As will be seen by a later illustration, the design of the 
stamps was very simple, consisting of the head of the Queen 
on an engine-turned background, with the word ‘“‘POSTAGE”’ 
above and the value below, each of the two upper corners 
heing filled with a Maltese Cross, or, as they are sometimes 
termed, Stars, the lower corners being filled with letters of 
the alphabet in certain arranged order, as the chart which 
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follows will show. It was thought that if two stamps were 
lightly cancelled they might be joined together and used a 
second time, so the letters were arranged in a certain com- 
bination in order that any such fraud could be detected. 

On May ist, 1840,* the first two postage stamps of any 
country were issued, the Penny Black and the Twopenny 
Blue. The stamps were printed by Messrs. Perkins, Bacon & 
Petch in sheets of 240, as will be shown in the following 
pages.

These two stamps remained in use until the January of the 
following year (1841), when the colour of the penny stamp 
was changed to red-brown, whilst in the twopenny stamp a 
white line was added under the word ‘‘posTaGE’’ and above 
the value, the colour remaining blue as before. 

In February and March 1854 the stamps of this country 
were, for the first time, issued officially perforated, the first 
perforation gauging 16 and the second gauging 14. All these 
stamps were watermarked with a Small Crown. 

In 1855 the penny red-brown and the twopenny blue with 
white lines were issued on a paper bearing a larger water- 
mark, known as Large Crown. Both perforations were used 
with this watermark. 

The original die of 1840 (Die 1) was in 1855 found to have

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become somewhat worn, so a re-engraving was made by Mr. 
William Humphrey, which is known as Die II, or Hum- 
phrey’s retouch., The two dies can be distinguished; the 
points of difference are given below.

No more alterations were made in the One Penny and 
Twopenny stamps until 1858, when the Maltese Crosses were 
removed from the upper corners and check letters inserted in 
their place, in the reverse order to the letters in the lower 
corners, thus :-—-Top corners, AC; lower corners, CA. So 
we now arrive at the state known as ‘‘Letters in all Four 
Corners.’’ From this year the plate numbers are found on 
each stamp, the number being inserted in the framework on 
each side of the head, in uncoloured figures. The numbers to 
be found on the Penny range from 71 to 225, with the follow- 
ing exceptions :—75, 126, and 128. For this printing the 
colour remained practically the same, red-brown. In 1879 
this stamp was withdrawn, to be followed by De La Rue’s 
production. 

In July, 1858, the same alterations were made to the 
Twopenny, which then appeared with check letters in all four 
corners, and plate numbers each side of the head, in the same

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position as those on the One Penny value; these numbers ran 
from 7 to 15, with the exception of 10 and 11. In 1879, after 
being in use for twenty-one years, this stamp was withdrawn, 
to be followed by the surface-printed stamp of the same value 
of 1880. © 

A Post Office circular, dated September roth, 1870, 
announced certain reductions in the rates of postage, which 
necessitated the issue of a halfpenny stamp, this being the 
lowest denomination and also the smallest sized adhesive stamp 
of this country. The stamp was about half the size of the 
Penny stamp and the same head of the Queen was used, but 
the die was reduced in proportion and placed in the centre of 
the stamp on a white oval background. On the two sides the 
value is expressed in large uncoloured figures, the rest of the 
sides being filled with engine-turned work. Twenty plates, 
numbered 1 to 20, were prepared for this value, all of which 
were used with the exception of Nos. 2, 7, 16, 17, and 18. 

No inscription whatever is to be found on these stamps, 
except the value; check letters are found in each of the four 
corners, and each complete sheet consisted of 480 stamps in 
twenty rows of twenty-four stamps (20X 24=48o). 

For this stamp a new watermark was brought into use, 
consisting of the word ‘‘HALFPENNY’’, in script type, extend- 
ing over the space of three stamps. 

In 1860 a fresh revision of the postal rates was contem- 
plated, which would require the issue of a three-halfpenny 
stamp, and accordingly a new plate was made of the same 
size as the 1d. and 2d. stamps, using the same head, with 
the bust slightly shortened, and this was enclosed within a 
shield-shaped frame, upon which was inscribed ‘‘POSTAGE’’ on 
the left side, ‘‘THREE’’ at the top, and ‘‘HALFPENCE’’ on the 
right. Check letters are in all the four corners, and 240 
stamps went to the complete sheet. Some 10,000 sheets 
were printed in lilac-rose in 1860; but these, however, were 
never issued owing to failure in obtaining the Parliamentary 
sanction to the scheme. The bulk of these impressions were 
ordered to be destroyed in 1867, and the number of sheets 
officially stated to have been burned was 8,960; therefore 
some 1,040 sheets, or 249,600 stamps, of this printing pre- 
sumably remained in existence. 

In 1870 a new rate was made for newspapers, printed 
matter, and samples, for which a three-halfpenny stamp was 
required as a postal unit, and, accordingly, the design prepared 
ten years before, in 1860, was used, and the three-halfpenny 
stamp was officially issued on October 1st, 1870. The colour 
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selected was lake-red. Two plates were used, Plate 1 being 
unnumbered and Plate 3 being numbered, whilst Plate 2 is 
unknown. ‘This stamp was perf. 14, and paper with the 
Large Crown watermark was used. | 

Having now given a brief outline of the four values which 
were produced by the line-engraved process, it may not be 
out of place to endeavour to describe the method of pro- 
duction. 

In the first instance, Messrs. Perkins, Bacon & Co., 
Printers, of Fleet Street, London, were invited to submit an 
estimate for the printing of the labels required, which were 
to be about an inch square. On December 3rd, 1839, the 
estimate was received, and the following is a part of it :— 


‘“‘We would engrave steel dies of the size you gave us, 
containing work of any conceivable value as to the size 
and quality, transfer them to any number of plates that 
could be possibly wanted, and print in any numbers per 
day, at a charge of eightpence per thousand stamps, 
exclusive of paper which we understand would be sup- 
plied Us 6... doen an « + el our charge 
would not exceed what we have named above* nor be less 
than sixpence per thousand, but what relative place 
between the two extremes would depend upon the exact 
size of the stamps and the number which the paper would 
allow us to put upon the plate.’’ 


Upon their quotation being accepted, as before explained, 
Messrs. Perkins, Bacon & Co. had a finished drawing made 
by Mr. Henry Corbould, for which they paid 412. From 
that drawing one of the Heaths made an engraving on a steel 
die, the size being three inches square by nine-sixteenths 
of an inch thick, the design being reversed. For this work 
452. 10s. was paid. The die having been engraved, the 
design was transferred to the Transfer Roll, which is a 
circular roller of steel, which is softened, and the hardened 
die is impressed upon this at a very great pressure. The 
design is now in relief on the Transfer Roll. This Transfer 
Roll is hardened, and impressed upon the steel printing plate, 
which is an oblong piece of steel large enough to take 240 
impressions of the stamp. 


* Sevenpence halfpenny was the exact cost per thousand. In 1843 a 
new contract was made, the price being fixed at 63d. per thousand, and 
if the supply exceeded 32 million the price to be 6d. per thousand. 
Another contract was made on July 5th, 1851, for five years, the price 
being 5d. per thousand, with the stipulation that if a more expensive 
adhesive matter was used the Government should bear the cost. 
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After the corner check letters have been punched (by hand) 
the plate is ready for use. 

The method of printing is similar to the usual copperplate 
printing. Hand presses were in use at this period, and the 
plate was kept warm with gas jets. The printer covers the 
plate with ink of the required shade, carefully wiping it so 
that the ink shall only be in the sunken lines of the plate. 
The plate, having been inked, is now placed upon the bed of 
the machine, and a sheet of damped watermarked paper is 
laid on it; the printer then turns the wheel of the machine, 
which pulls the plate and paper under a cylinder, and the 
design is impressed upon the paper. 

As will be seen from Messrs. Perkins, Bacon & Co.’s 
estimate, special paper was to be supplied by the Government 
for the printing of the stamps. This was a hand-made paper 
manufactured at Rush Mills, Northampton, and as it was 
hand-made it varies a little in thickness. 

The watermark was produced by brass ‘‘bits’’ sewn on 
gauze, upon which the paper pulp was allowed to run. The 
first two stamps were watermarked with what is known as the 
Small Crown; in 1854 it was made slightly taller and thinner, 
but this is only a variety and is not mentioned in catalogues. 
In 1855 a new watermark was introduced, known as the 
Large Crown, whilst in 1861 a slight alteration of this type 
was made; the two vertical lines jutting up from the base were 
removed, but this also is not catalogued. All these types 
were used for the Penny and Twopenny stamps, but for the 
Three-halfpenny stamp the Large Crown only was used. A 
new type of watermark was used for the Halfpenny stamps, 
it being the word ‘‘HALFPENNY’’, in script, extending over 
three stamps. 

Great care was exercised to ensure that none of the water- 
marked paper went astray, and the paper was carefully 
checked out to the printers, who had to account for every 
sheet supplied to them. 

After being printed the paper had to be gummed, the 
method being to lay the printed sheets face downwards upon 
wooden trays and to apply the gum to the back with flat 
brushes; the trays were beaded to prevent the sheets sticking 
together. After the gum had dried the paper was often 
found to have cracked; so, to remedy this fault, the sheets 
were passed through heavy rollers, which removed any 
creases. 

When postage stamps were first introduced, perforation 
was unknown. It is owing to Mr. Henry Archer that the 
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perforating machine was invented. From 1847 to 1853 
Archer made experiments with a perforating machine of his 
own invention, and specimens unofficially perforated by him 
are much sought for by collectors. In 1851 a number of per- 
forated sheets were supplied to the House of Commons for 
the use of members, and in 1853 the Government bought 
Archer’s rights to his invention. Thereupon a Mr. Napier, a 
mechanical engineer, was commissioned to make machines 
after Archer’s pattern; and in the following year, 1854, 
stamps were first issued officially perforated. 

This perforation was done after the stamps had been 
printed and gummed. The sheets were sent to Somerset 
House to be perforated by Napier’s steam-driven machines, 
which perforated one horizontal row of twelve stamps at a 
time on three sides, the pins being arranged as below :— 


It will therefore be seen that at one operation the stamp ~ 
would be perforated at the top and two sides. At first the 
gauge was sixteen holes in the space of 20 mm., but this was 
found to render the sheets too easily tearable, so in a short 
time the gauge was reduced to fourteen, which remained in 
use for all the stamps of this series. 

Many other trial perforations were officially and unofficially 
experimented with and specimens are known the perforations 
of which vary from a roulette to merely two or three holes 
punched out between each stamp.

Gentlemen,—I am commanded by the Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury to transmit herewith copy of Treasury Minute dated 
the 2oth inst., with reference to arrangements to be made for the prepar- 
ation of the new Post Office stamps.

COPY OF TREASURY MINUTE DATED FEBRUARY 2oth, 1840. 


My Lords read this part of their minute of December 26th last, which 
has reference to the stamps to be used in the collection of postage, 
together with their minute of the 28th ult. directing that the paper 
required for such stamps should be procured by contract through the 
Cou missioners of Excise. 

My Lords are of the opinion that the preparations for producing the 
several kinds of stanips, enumerated in the minute of December 26th, 
and the experiments connected therewith, have so far advanced as to 
render it expedient to place the completion of the task under the superin- 
tendence of the Commissioners of Stamps and Excise. 

My Lords have before them the several designs which have been 
prepared for the postage stamps. They are as follows :—For the stamped 
Covers and Envelopes, a design by Mulready, to be engraved in relief 
by Thompson, to be printed on paper containing the watermark 
*“*Postage,’’ and to occupy a position above the address on the letter. 

For the adhesive stamps, a fine steel plate, to be engraved by Heath, 
of Her Majesty’s head, reduced from Wyon’s City Medal, with an engine- 
turned background by Perkins, Bacon & Co.,* to be printed on sheets 
each containing 240 impressions, these impressions being exact facsimiles 
of one another, except that they will be distinguished by certain combin- 
ations of the letters of the alphabet; the sheets of paper to have water- 
marks consisting of the word ‘‘Postage’’ in the margin, and a small 
Crown so placed as to occupy the lower part of each stamp. 

For the common stamp—viz. that to be struck on paper of any 
description which the public may send to the Stamp Office—an embossed 
head of Her Majesty by Wyon, the head surrounded by a coloured 
ground, with printed engine-turning and embossing combined. 

It is proposed that each of the above stamps shall be of two denomin- 
ations, viz. Penny and Twopenny stamps, the Penny stamps being all 
printed in one colour and lettered ‘‘POSTAGE, ONE PENNY’’, and the Two- 
penny stamps being all printed in another colour, and lettered ‘‘postaGeE, 
TWO PENCE’’, the colours being so selected as to be readily distinguished 
one from the other, either by daylight or lamplight. 


* Should not this be Bacon & Petch, as it was not Perkins, Bacon & 
Co. until some years later? 
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For a letter whose postage exceeds Twopence, it is intended that the 
adhesive stamps shall be used either in combination with the other stamps 
or not, at the option of the writer, or that paper shall be employed that 
has been stamped with two or more impressions of the common Two- 
penny stamp, whichever arrangement the public may prefer. It is also 
proposed that the adhesive stamps used in the Government Departments 
Shall be distinguished from those in general use by a further variety of 
colour, 

And lastly, that the obliteration of the postage stamp (in order to 
prevent its second use) shall be effected by striking it with the journal 
stamp of the office. 

My Lords are pleased to approve of the several designs enumerated 
above, and the artists that have been employed in their execution, as well 
as the proposed arrangements for the completion of the use of the 
postage stamp. 


And my Lords authorize the Commissioners of Stamps and Taxes to - 


adopt the stamps above enumerated, and direct them to superintend the 
completion of such stamps, advising from time to time with this Board, 
and adopting the usual precautions against fraud, to cause the necessary 
authority to be given to the respective parties now employed to proceed 
with the preparation of the same. 

The Commissioners of Stamps will confer with the Postmaster- 
General as to the distinctive colours to be used for the several stamps, 
and all other matters still left for decision in which the convenience of 
the Post Office is concerned. 

The Commissioners of Stamps will make arrangements for the apply- 
ing of the common stamp to such paper as the public may send in for 
that purpose in London, Edinburgh, and Dublin, and in other parts of 
the Kingdom, if they are of opinion that it can be done with due regard 
to safety and economy, and will issue instructions for the stamps to be 
struck in such parts of the sheets of paper sefit in by the public, as the 
Postmaster-General may advise, with a view to the convenience of the 
Post Office and with such limitations as to the minimum numbers to be 
sent in, as they may think. 

My Lords further direct, that if the Commissioners of Stamps and 
Taxes should find that their premises are not sufficiently extensive for 
executing the work at Somerset House, they will take such measures as 
to them shall seem fit, either by obtaining other premises or by inviting 
proposals from parties, under sufficient securities, to contract for the 
execution of printing. My Lords are of opinion, however, that it is 
important to bring the whole of the work, which cannot at present be 
executed at Somerset House, under one roof as soon as practicable. 

My Lords are of opinion that in order to ensure perfection in the 
working of the plates and dies, and in their repair and multiplication, 
it would be highly desirable that the Commissioners should from time to 
time communicate with the artists employed to produce them. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer states that he has been in communi- 
cation with the Chairman of the Stamps and Taxes: as to the mode in 
which the stamping of the several stamps may be best performed, and 
that he is of opinion that it would be expedient that such duties shall be 
placed under the superintendence of a competent party. That, after 
numerous inquiries made by the Chairman of the Stamps and Taxes, it 
appears that Mr. E. Hill* is well qualified for these duties, and the

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- Chancellor of the Exchequer recommends that he should be employed in 
these duties. 

My Lords are pleased to approve and desire the (Commissioners of) 
Stamps and Taxes will report fully to the Board the arrangements they 
may make for the due performance of this part of the duty.

The Lords of the Treasury having fixed May 6th* next for the issue 
of postage stamps, on and after that day all letters written on stamped 
paper or enclosed in stamped envelopes, or having stamps affixed to 
them-—the stamps in every such case being equal in value or amount to 
the rates of postage now chargeable on such letters if prepaid—will pass 
free of postage in whatever part of the United Kingdom they may be 
posted.

I beg to enclose you two Specimens of the Penny and Twopenny 
stamped coverst and two of the Penny adhesive labels (the Twopenny 
one is not yet ready), which I must beg you will carefully preserve, in 
order to compare them in case of doubt with the stamped letters that 
may pass through your office. In the event of your suspecting that the 
stamps used on any letters are forged you will not detain the letter, but 
simply take the address and report the circumstance to me without loss: 
of time, in order that the party to whom the letter is directed may be at 
once applied to. You will cbserve, however, that the adhesive stamps 
vary almost in all cases, one from the other, having different letters in 
the bottom corners, and | point this out that you may not be misled by 
this circumstance and be induced to suspect forgery, where the variation 
of the stamps has been intentional. The numbers on the covers and 
envelopes also vary. You will carefully stamp, with the cancelling stamp 
that has been forwarded to you, the stamped covers and envelopes, as 
well as the adhesive stamps, the two former must be struck on the 
figure of Britannia, and in the case of more than one adhesive stamp being 
attached to a letter, each stamp must be separately obliterated. The use 
of the cancelling stamp, however, will not dispense with that of the 
ordinary dated stamp, which will be struck on the letter as usual. 
When the value of the stamps is under the rate of postage to which the 
letter if prepaid in money would be subject, you will surcharge the 
letter with a pen in the usual manner. 

You will acknowledge the receipt of this letter and the Specimen 
stamps by return of post,

4? THE STAMPS OF GREAT BRITAIN. 


THE LINE-ENGRAVED ISSUES, 1840-1879. 
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Engraved by Heath. Printed by Perkins, Bacon @ Co. May ist, 1840. 
Wmk. Small Crown. Imperf. Letters in lower, Maltese Crosses in 
upper corners. 


The first two stamps of the British Isles (the Penny Black 
and the Twopenny Blue) were issued on May ist, 1840, al- 
though they were not available for use until the 6th of that 
month. Rowland Hill records £,2,500 worth of stamps being 
sold to the public on the first day of issue. 


THE PENNY BLACK, 


For the Penny Black eleven plates were used, the last 
being the rarest. The Plate number is found in the margin 
in each of the four corners of the sheet, and specimens show- 
ing the Plate number are now very scarce. As the Plate 
number does not appear on the stamp itself, the particular 
plate has to be determined from minute differences in the 
corner lettering, &c. 

As is well known, each plate had to be registered at 
Somerset House, five sheets being printed from each new 
plate, one of which, being selected, is placed in the archives 
ungummed and not perforated. The approval of the Inland 
Commissioners is written upon the back, and the remaining 
sheets are generally gummed and put into stock. In the 
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Official Collection now only five sheets of the Penny Black 
exist, as under (watermark Small Crown) :—

Ordinary copies of Penny Blacks cannot be really rare, as 
many millions were printed from the various plates.

This plate was registered on Janu- 
ary 21st, 1841, a printing was made in red, then one in 
black,|| all further stamps from this plate being printed in red.

In wetting the back be careful not to remove the cement.’’ 


SoME PROMINENT FEATURES OF THE PENNY BLACK.* 


The following are some of the most prominent markings 
in the plates and descriptive terms used in plating :— 


Ray Flaw.—This occurs, on most stamps of Plate 1 and 
on all except ‘‘c.1.’’ to “‘J.L.’’ of Plate 2, in the top left Star, 
and consists of a break or almost total absence of the upper- 
most of the three short rays on the left-hand side. In some 
printings of stamps from plates other than 1 and 2, slight 
differences in these rays can at times be noted, but they are 
not always constant and may be due to over or under-inking. 
The ray flaw, however, is permanent, and after quite a 
short time the plater will readily recognize it. 


“O”’ Flaw.—This flaw is generally very distinct and con- 
sists of a short white line between the ‘‘o’’ and ‘‘n”’ of ‘‘ONE’’ 
in the value, extending to the bottom line, and sometimes

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giving the letter ‘‘o’’ an almost Q-like appearance. In cer- 
tain copies it is partially obscured by over-inking, but it is 
generally very clear. The flaw only occurs on Plates 7, 8, 9, 
ro, and 11. (See illustration.)

Broken Margins.—The side lines on many of the stamps 
are quite well defined, but in a number of instances the line 
appears to be broken or worn down, and frequently by 
reason of the engine-turned background a wavy or serpentine 
effect is noticed. (See illustration.) 


Broken Corner Squares.—tThe side lines of some of the 
corner squares, notably the top right square, are either com- 
pletely broken or worn or partially so. (See illustration.)

Retouch.—Some plates, on which certain impressions 
were defective or had become worn, were touched up by 
hand. Lines were deepened, some of the check letters were

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recut, and the positions of several others shifted. (See 
illustration.) 


Re-Entry.—A stamp on which the original die has again 
been impressed, whether in the first instance when the plate 
was made, or subsequently, when retouched, and where 
through incorrect registration the die has not descended on 
exactly the same spot, extra markings or re-entries occur. 
These are usually found at the top and bottom of the stamp, 
sometimes showing below the bottom lines. (See illustration.) 

Guide Lines.—These are lines originally drawn on the 
plate to assist in the exact placing of the roller which do not 
coincide with the frame line, and show on the stamp. 

By POSTAGE (g 
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Extended Lines.—The side or base line of a stamp which 
extends either vertically or horizontally beyond the frame of 
the stamp. (See illustration.) 
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Square “‘]’’.—The letter ‘‘j,’’ in Plates 10 and 11, has a 
distinctly square appearance at the bottom as compared with 
the usual round “‘j’’ used throughout the rest of the plates. 
(See illustration.) 


Long-Tailed ‘“‘R’’.—This variety, which occurs on Plate 
11 only, has a very distinct long and curly tail, and is quite 
different from the ‘‘r’’s on all the other plates. A letter ‘‘p’’ 
‘was punched and altered by hand into ‘‘r.’’ (See illustration.) 


TWO PENCE, 


For the Twopenny stamp blue was the colour selected. 
Two plates* were used, and numbered in the margins of the 
sheets, the number not appearing on the stamp itself. The 
following are the dates of registration :—

Both plates were destroyed on January 27th, 1842. Of the 
two plates, No. 2 is found to be the scarcer: 9,100 sheets 
(2,184,000 stamps) were printed from this plate. Like the 
Penny, these had inscriptions in the margins showing the 
price, and the wording is the same, with the exception of the 
price :— 

**Price 2d. per label, 2s. per row of 12, £2 per sheet.’’ 


In the British Museum a colour trial of this stamp (Two- 
pence, no lines) is to be seen in orange-vermilion on stout 
white card, also in blue on white wove paper, imperforate.

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On January 20th, 1841, the colour of the Penny was 
changed to brick-red. There seems to be some little con- 
fusion as to the exact date of issue, Stanley Gibbons give 
the date as above, Mr. Ewen (1898) lists it as January 2tst, 
and Mr. Fred. Melville, in his handbook, as February roth, 
citing a Treasury Minute of February 1st, 1841, and Row- 
land Hill’s diary as his authorities. Copies of this stamp 
have, however, been noted postmarked as early as January, 
1841. 

In March of 1841 a new Twopenny stamp was issued. 
This was of the same design and colour as before, with the 
addition of a white line below ‘“‘postaGe’’ and above ‘‘two 
PENCE’’. These lines were added to identify copies printed 
with a new ink. 

For the Penny, Plates* 1, 2, 5, 8, 9, and 10 to 177 were 
used, the number being on each corner on the margins of the 
paper.

In 1858 and 1864 the designs of the Penny and Twopenny 
stamps respectively were slightly changed. The Maltese 
Crosses, which had up to that time been in the two upper 
corners, were removed and Check Letters inserted in their 
place, so it is that we now arrive at ‘‘The Letters in all Four 
Corners’’ stage. 

Plate numbers were now visible on the stamps themselves, 
the number being indicated in uncoloured figures at each side 
of the head in the frame. 

The watermark is a Large Crown and the perforation is 
14. There is an immense variety of shades, oxidization caus- 
ing most of the extremely dark shades usually seen. A 
proof, in blue, of Plate 75 (Second Series) on stout white 
unwatermarked paper (voided corners) is in the Tapling

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THREE HALFPENCE. 


On October 1st, 1870, the first Three-halfpenny stamp 
was issued, owing to reductions in the postal rates, its 
advent being notified in a Post Office Circular of September 
20th of that year. 

The design consisted of the same Head of the Queen as 
for the Penny Die II, it now being enclosed in a triangular 
curvilinear band of white, in which appeared the inscription 
‘*pOSTAGE’’ on the left, reading upwards; ‘‘THREE’’ on the 
top and ‘‘HALF PENCE’’ on the right, reading downwards, the 
spaces between the words being filled in with ornamenta- 
tion. The four corners contain coloured check letters, the 
remainder of the design consisting of an engraved back- 
ground, the plate number appearing in the same position as 
for the Penny value, but rather lower down. 

The colour selected was rose-red, the perforation 14 x 14, 
the watermark Large Crown, and ‘the sheet contained 240 
stamps in two panes of 120 stamps. 

The first plate was constructed ten years before the date 
of issue (see ‘‘Prepared for Use, but not Issued’’), and was 
not numbered. Plate 2 was prepared in 1874, but never 
registered, owing to faulty alignment of the stamps. Plate 3 
was registered in 1874, the number appearing on the stamp.

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ALPHABETS OF THE LINE-ENGRAVED 
STAMPS. 


(From Notes in ‘‘ The British Philatelist,’’ by 
Bertram McGowan.) 


To the student of the line-engraved stamps it is of 
importance to be able to distinguish the different alphabets 
of the check letters in the lower corners of the early Penny 
and Twopenny stamps—namely, those issues with stars in the 
upper corners. Four alphabets are recognized by specialists, 
and with practice it is not a difficult matter as a general 
rule to determine at once to which of the four alphabets a 
particular stamp belongs. Occasionally a letter is puzzling, 
but as a rule the other letter on the stamp removes the 
difficulty, and there are so many combinations of difficult 
letters, so that there are comparatively few stamps that 
cannot be assigned to their proper alphabet with certainty. 
The change from one alphabet to another was intentional, 
and the alphabets are never mixed and are found on the 
plates in their proper sequence, except in the case of the 
fourth alphabet, which only occurs on two plates sand- 
wiched between plates containing stamps with the third 
alphabet. This was apparently a trial alphabet, and 
thought to be unsatisfactory and not intended to be used, 
as the stamps of the plates in question (50 and 51) were not 
issued until 1861, although the plates themselves had been. 
registered in 1856. They were put aside and only printed 
from when the change to Penny stamps, with letters in four 
corners, was in contemplation, and it was decided to use 
up the old plates as far as possible on the ground of 
economy. The following table shows the stamps which are

"The best plan at first for the student is to compare the 
letters of stamps from different alphabets of which there 
is no doubt, as can be ascertained from the _ preceding 
table. <A little difficulty may be experienced in separating 
the first two alphabets, as Penny black stamps and Penny 
red stamps from about the first half of the plates, with first 
alphabet, have a much larger type from those of the latter 
half of the plates, which have a very small type. The latter 
can hardly be confused with Alphabet 2, but care requires to 
be taken with the former, especially the stamps used from 
May, 1844, up to about 1848. With dated copies there can 
be no difficulty, and red stamps with Maltese Cross post- 
mark must necessarily have Alphabet 1. Some of the letters 
are very much more difficult to distinguish than others. The 
letter ‘‘G’’ is a particularly difficult one, and cannot be 
distinguished with certainty without the assistance of 
another letter. One cannot also be absolutely sure of some 
Smeets. and a few of the ‘‘]’s’’ and ‘‘ P’s’’ are 
troublesome, but, on the whole, no great difficulty is 
experienced in separating stamps of the first alphabet from 
those of the second. 

The separation of stamps of the second and _ third 
alphabets is of importance, as it enables one to identify the 
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greater number of stamps from reserve plates 15 and 16 
with certainty. These two plates can be separated from 
one another without much difficulty, as R.15 has almost 
always the two letters very low in their squares, while 
R.16 has the two letters very high. This must have been 
done on purpose to enable the stamps from the two plates 
for some reason to be distinguished. The plates, though 
registered in 1855, were, as in the case of plates 50 and 
51, put aside and not printed from until 1861. The two 
alphabets can be separated very easily, especially Alphabet 
2, from the earlier plates with the third alphabet. Some of 
the very late plates of stamps with the third alphabet have, 
however, some letters very like those of the second alphabet 
—namely phe «ies ee ares ai . (ig ai Pia 3 ‘“<,°" is Pa a ha 
and ‘‘s’’—and care must be taken not to confuse stamps 
with combinations of these letters with stamps from R.15. 
In fact, I have not yet been able, in the absence of pairs, 
&c., to identify stamps lettered “EK,” “si” "eK, 
Ae ie Sse 4) ‘rv ‘fox ‘rath ““MK,’? Aa ‘6K? 
and ‘‘si,’’ from R.15. 

It is much easier to separate Plates 5 and 6 of the Two- 
penny blue by the type of the alphabet than by the width 
of the white lines, which is given in catalogues as. the 
distinguishing feature. 

The alphabet test is useful, too, sometimes to distin- 
guish stamps (L.C. 16) on blue from those on white, scarce 
shades of the former of which sometimes approach the 
latter in colour. 

The fourth alphabet can, as a rule, be picked out after a 
little practice. It is somewhat similar to the third alphabet, 
but the letters are for the most part much larger, and cer- 
tain of them are quite distinct in form, notably ‘‘c,’’ ‘‘c,”’ 
“L)) “o,” “Rr.” Most of the others, however, are readily 
distinguishable, except in the case of a few of the stamps 
with combinations of ‘‘1,’”? ‘‘K,’’ ‘“L,’’ ‘“mM,’”? and “p.”? In 
the case of the letter ‘‘m’’ especially care must be taken, 
as there is a very large ‘‘m’’ on some of the very early 
plates with the third alphabet, which one is very apt to 
confuse with Alphabet 4. 
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MOULD LETTERS. 


An interesting and, in many respects, a very dificult 
sideline is the collection and study of mould letters, which 
are letters which only appear twice on each sheet of stamps 
in the watermark, 

As is now well known, the paper used for the _line- 
engraved stamps of this country was hand-made by Rush 
Mills, Northampton, and for purposes connected with 
paper-making, or the checking of the sheets, various 
letters are worked into the margins of the paper. 

So far only a few of these mould letters have been 
noted, they being all on the sheets of the Penny Red of 
1864, with plate numbers.

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Section III. 
THE EMBOSSED SERIES, 1847-1867. 


INTRODUCTION. 


ne HE next group of stamps to be considered are what are 
known as the Embossed Adhesive Stamps, which, 
although issued within the period covered by The Line- 
Engraved Series, merit a separate section, owing to the fact 
that they are produced by a process peculiar to themselves. 

Altogether there are only three values of this series: the 
One Shilling of 1847, the Tenpenny of 1848, and the Six- 
penny of 1854. 

The method of production, as the title of this part 
denotes, was embossing, a process now well known. 

The design of the stamps was adapted by Mr. Ormond 
Hill, a son of Mr. Edwin Hill; the Head of the Queen being 
engraved by Mr. William Wyon, at the workshops of the 
Royal Mint; the engine-turned frame being added by a Mr. 
Thomas Moss, an engraver at Somerset House, who was 
in the employ of Messrs. C. Whiting. 

After the die had been manufactured the paper was 
embossed by hand at Somerset House, one impression at a 
time; the embossing die descending upon the paper, which 
was placed upon the counterpart, thus printing the required 
portion of the paper in colour, and at the same time forcing 
the paper into the recess of the die, thereby causing the 
remainder to be in uncoloured relief. The embossing presses 
were manufactured by Messrs. Dryden Bros. (now Dryden 
& Foord), of Lambeth, London. The presses were placed 
in charge of an official, who issued them each day as 
required. 
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The paper used for the Tenpenny and One Shilling 
stamps was ‘‘Dickinson Paper,’’ a special machine-made 
paper invented by John Dickinson, and made by John 
Dickinson & Co., Ltd., Old Bailey, London. This paper 
was not watermarked, but had fine coloured silk threads in- 
serted between the two layers of pulp, the threads being 
arranged three-sixteenths of an inch apart in parallel line. It 
is believed that the paper was manufactured at Apsley 
Mill, near Hemel Hempstead, Herts. 

The paper of the Sixpenny stamp was watermarked V.R. 
in single-lined capitals. 

Gum arabic was used, the paper being gummed before 
the embossing took place. This gum had a yellowish tinge, 
being the same colour as the paper; so occasionally sheets 
were in error embossed on the gummed side, so that in 
1855 to remedy this fault the gum was slightly tinged with 
colour. 

These three stamps were not perforated, and because 
the embossing was done singly and by hand the stamps pro- 
duced often overlap each other to a considerable extent, so 
that it is somewhat difficult to obtain perfect copies with 
good margins all round. 
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The issue of a stamp of the value of six pence was sug- 
gested as early as 1850; but it was not officially approved 
until August, 1851, and authorized on September 8th of 
that year. Owing to the death of Mr. Wyon in 1851 the 
issue was somewhat delayed, and it did not actually 
appear until March ist, 1854. 

Mr. Ormond Hill undertook the design of this value, 
which is more elaborate than the two previous values. ‘‘The 
British Philatelist’’? describes the design as follows :— 

““The design of the stamp was prepared by Mr. ene ae 
Hill from the Ten Pence (1848) and One Shilling (1847), 
designed by Mr. Wyon, the Head of Her Majesty ati a 
duplication of the original die, save for a few slight altera- 
tions, principally in the disposition of the hair. 

“This profile-portrait was enclosed in a wide octagonal 
frame, of which the horizontal and vertical sides are 
straight, the others being convex; the ground of the frame 
is filled with a pattern of interlaced fine lines, on which 
the inscription appears in coloured sans-serif letters— 
**POSTAGE’’ at the left, ‘‘stx’’ at the top, and ‘‘PENCE’’ at 
the right—and in the lower part is a bouquet of the national 
emblems. The size of the stamp is 244mm. by 28mm.’’ 

Four dies were made, which were numbered at the base 
of the neck (‘‘tww’’). It appears that only Die 1 was 
used, which was registered on January 11th, 1854, and was 
at press from January 30th of that year until January 8th, 
1857. It has been said that Die 2 was used in November, 
1855, but this is open to considerable doubt, as no adhesive 
stamps printed after September 29th, 1855, were ever issued. 
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This die, with Nos. 3 and 4, was provided with date plugs 
and used for stationery. 

Unlike the other two values of this series, the Six pence 
was embossed on paper with a watermark, which consisted 
of the letters ‘‘v.r.’’ in capitals. Violet was the actual 
colour chosen, but a variety of shades are to be found. The 
gum was applied to the paper before it was embossed, and, 
as it was of the same shade, occasionally specimens were. 
embossed on the gummed side; so, to remedy this fault, at 
the end of 1854 the gum was tinged with green. 

Specimens are to be found on very thin paper, which is 
accounted for by the fact that no hand-made paper can be 
of the same thickness throughout the entire making. 

The entire sheet of this value contained forty stamps, 
in two panes (one above the other) of twenty stamps in five 
rows of four. 

In all 6,659,920 stamps were struck (166,498 sheets), 
of which 2,941,640 were left on hand and destroyed later, 
leaving 3,718,280 issued to the public. 

It should be mentioned that the paper was hand-made, 
and manufactured by Messrs. Stacey, Wise, at Rush 
Mills, Northampton, and that specimens with watermark 
inverted, reversed, &c., are to be found.

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TENPENCE. 


It was the intention of the Post Office Authorities to 
issue this value at the same time as the One Shilling in 
1847, and a column was actually reserved for it in the 
Stamp Distributor’s Book, but owing to some reason its 
issue was deferred until November 6th, 1848. 

The design is very similar to the One Shilling, the value 
‘*POSTAGE TENPENCE’’ being indicated in the frame, and the 
colour brown, and, like the One Shilling, it was printed on 
**Dickinson’’ paper, with silk threads. 

The creation of this value was announced to the Postal 
Officials by a Notice, dated October, 1848, and a Notice to 
the Public was issued on November ist. At first the issue 
was confined to fifty-nine places in England and Wales, 
twenty in Scotland, and thirty in Ireland. 

Several dies were constructed, the first of which was un- 
numbered, but was subsequently numbered ‘‘wwi’’; the un- 
numbered die was registered on May 23rd, 1848. The re- 
mainder of the dies were not officially registered until as late 
as 1853, Philbrick and Westoby’s note in their work being 
as follows: ‘‘The sheet in the archives at Somerset House, 
on which the allowance was endorsed, has copies of each of 
the six dies impressed upon it in two rows of three in each 
row, and, like the One Shilling, is dated February 8th, 
1853.”’

It will be seen from the above list that March 18th, 
1889, is given as the date that Die 5 was put to press, but 
this is the date that it was put to press for telegraph forms, 
and it was not generally used for the adhesive stamps, 
although a few copies have been found with full gum. 
Die 6 was never used for adhesive stamps. 

In 1854 the postal rate to France was reduced to 4d., 
whereupon the demand for a Tenpenny stamp decreased, 
and on August 15th, 1855, a notice was issued as follows : 
‘‘Postal labels to the value of trod. will no longer be 
issued.’”’ 

In 1862-1863 there was a renewed demand for this, value, 
the remainder of which, being still on hand, was reissued. 

The Post Office sheet contained twenty-four stamps in 
six rows of four. 

In all 2,928,000 stamps were struck (122,000 sheets), 
of which 122,040 were destroyed (through waste), leaving 
2,805,960, the total number issued.

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ONE SHILLING. 


The first value of this series to be issued was the One 
Shilling, which appeared on September rith, 1847,* the 
principal cause for its issue being that the Registration Fee 
and the postage to the United States of America and certain 
of the Colonies was fixed at one shilling, and it was found 
inconvenient to affix twelve penny or six twopenny stamps 
to a letter. 

The official announcement of the One Shilling stamp was 
“sent out on September 3rd, 1847, it being as follows :— 


INSTRUCTIONS TO ALL POSTMASTERS, SUB-MASTERS, AND 
LETTER RECEIVERS. 


New Postage Stamps of the value of One Shilling. 
General Post Office, September, 1847. 


The Lords of Her Majesty’s Treasury having authorized the issue of 
Postage Stamps to the value of One Shilling, a specimen is forwarded 
separately to those deputies, &c., who obliterate. postage stamps. With 
respect to the issue of these new postage stamps, the distribution by the 
Post Office will be confined for the present to the Postmasters of the 
undermentioned Places in the United Kingdom, who will be supplied with 
the new stamps as early as possible.

The design of the stamp was the Head of Queen 
Victoria, after Wyon, embossed in uncoloured relief on 
an octagonal-coloured background, enclosed within an 
octagonal frame of engine-turned work, inscribed ‘‘post- 
AGE ONE SHILLING.’’ The colour was green, the stamps 
were all struck singly, in sheets of twenty (five rows of 
four). 

Three dies, as under, were made, only two of which, 
however, were used for the adhesive stamps, the third die 
being pierced for the date, and used for envelopes and 
telegrams.

It is probable that all three dies were eventually used for 
postal stationery and telegraph forms. 

The die numbers appear at the base of the Bust, after 
the initials ‘‘w.w.”’ 

In all 7,460,000 stamps were struck (373,000 sheets, of 
which 1,804,580 were destroyed (through waste), leaving 
5,055,420, the total number issued. 

This stamp is known in both green and brown over- 
printed ‘‘sPECIMEN,’’ being from a rejected die, which differs 
from the approved die in that the Head is not so well 
centred, is minus the pendant curl, and the frame is slightly - 
different from the approved die. 

This value was printed on ‘‘Dickinson’’ paper, and was 
imperforate.

THE SURFACE-PRINTED SERIES, 
1855-1901. 


ol rts first postage stamp of this country to be produced 
by the means of surface printing was the Fourpenny 
stamp issued in 1855; it had been found that the production 
of stamps by the means of embossing was both costly and 
slow, as each stamp had to be separately embossed by hand. 
The authorities, therefore, looked for a cheaper and 
quicker mode of production, and finally decided upon the 
then new method of surface printing. 

It is necessary, as in the previous sections, to give an out- 
line of the method of production. 

Surface printing is the direct reverse to line-engraving, 
for, as previously explained, the lines to appear in colour in 
the line-engraved stamps were on the steel plate in recess, 
the paper being pressed into these lines, thereby taking up 
the ink. In the surface printed stamps, however, the lines 
to appear in colour were in relief. In the first place, the 
drawing of the stamp was made by the artist, and from that 
a die was engraved upon steel, the design being reversed ; 
and from this die a number of moulds were struck in gutta- 
percha, lead, or other soft material, being arranged in any 
desired format, so as to form the plate; from this an 
electro was made, which was backed with metal and 
mounted, marginal inscriptions were added, and the printing 
plate was ready for use. 

In cases where a plate number or check letters were to 
appear upon the stamps, holes were made in the piate for 
the reception of the steel plugs, on which the plate numbers 
or corner letters were engraved. 

It was found that the plates produced by this method 
were less durable than the steel plates of the line-engraved 
series, yielding about a tenth of the impressions that the 
steel plates did; but about 1880 a process was discovered 
whereby the plates could be coated with a thin facing of 
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steel by electro deposit, which was applied to the plate from 
time to time, thereby renewing its life. 

All the stamps by this process were printed by Messrs. 
Thomas De La Rue & Co., of Bunhill Row, London, who 
commenced with the Fourpenny of 1855, and as new values 
were required secured the contract for their production. It 
is of interest to note that this firm held the contract for the 
whole of the stamps of this country for over half a century, 
the work being taken over by another firm in the latter part 
of the reign of King Edward VII. 

Until June, 1864, hand-made paper was used for the 
stamps, and from that date machine-made paper was 
supplied. 

Up to the year 1880 the perforation was done at Somerset 
House, and from that year by the contractors themselves. 

During the period (1855-1901) many types of watermarks 
were used, and these are described in a separate chapter. 

In all, twenty denominations, of values from Halfpenny 
to Five Pounds, were issued during the period that these 
stamps were in use. 

The writers purpose dealing with these stamps in the 
order of their value, commencing with the Halfpenny of 
1880, rather than in the order that they were issued, the 


former plan recommending itself for more ready reference 
than the latter. 


VICTORIAN STAMPS DEMONETIZED. 
No postage stamps of the reign of Queen Victoria may 
now be used for postal purposes. On April 19th, 1901, an 
announcement appeared in ‘‘The London Gazette,’’ to the 


effect that after June rst, 1902, the only Victorian postage 
stamps available for postage would be :—

The notice was very inaccurate. No mention was made 
of the Eightpenny and Two Shillings of 1867, of the Five 
Pounds of 1882, or the Fourpence Halfpenny of 1892, and 
there were other errors in the official notice. 

In 1915, an announcement was made that after June

For convenience, these ‘‘Garter’’ watermarks will be 
considered together. The Garter was used for the Fourpenny 
stamps from 1855 to 1880, and for the Eightpenny stamps 
from 1876 to 1880. 

The Small Garter (1) was the first to be used; this is 
only found on the Fourpenny of 1855. 

The Medium Garter (2) was introduced in the next year, 
1856, and was used for the Fourpenny of that year. In the 
following year (1857) the Large Garter (3) came into use; 
all the Fourpenny stamps from that year until 1880, and all 
the Eightpenny stamps are found upon this paper. 

Of this type there are three varieties. From 1857 to 1867 
it was as illustrated, and from 1867 to 1872 it was nearly 
always inverted. In 1872 thicker “‘bits’’ were used, causing 
the lines of the watermark to be thicker. 


Watermark 4. Emblems. 
This watermark consisted of the heraldic designs of the 


three Kingdoms—in the two upper corners Roses, in the 


lower right-hand corner a Thistle, and in the lower left-hand 
corner a Shamrock. 

Paper with this watermark was used for the Threepenny, 
Sixpenny, Ninepenny and One Shilling stamps until 1867, 
also in error for some of the Tenpenny stamps. 

Ewen mentions varieties of this type as follows :— 
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‘‘There are two principal types: Emblems of 1856 and 
Emblems of 1864. The latter was only used from 1864 to 
1867 to watermark the top rows of each pane (with excep- — 
tions). Two minor varieties, known as Emblems var. 3 and 
var. 4, are probably due to accidental causes.’ mt, 
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Watermark 5. Spray of Rose. 
This type took the place of the Emblems watermark in 
1867, and was in use until 1880-1881 for the Threepenny, 
Sixpenny, Ninepenny, Tenpenny, One Shilling, and Two 


Shilling values. 
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Watermark 6. Maltese Cross. 
This type is sometimes termed Croix Patée, it being 
used for the first issues of the Five Shilling, Ten Shilling, 
and One Pound stamps until 1882. 
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Watermark 7. Large SnCROe 
This type was originally intended to be used for the Fiscal 
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stamps only, but from 1882 the Two Shilling and Sixpence, 
Five Shilling, Ten Shilling, One Pound, and Five Pound 
stamps were printed upon it. 


Watermark 8. Small Anchor. 


Like the Large Anchor type, this was used for the Fiscal 
stamps, but when the Twopenny Halfpenny stamp was 
issued in 1885 it was used pending the issue of the Orb 


paper. 


Watermark 9. Orb. 

This was brought into use in 1876 for the Twopenny 
Halfpenny stamps, and was used for this value until 1881. 
In 1880-1882 it was used for the Fiscal stamps, and in 1888 
a number of the One Pound stamps were printed upon this 
paper. (Three orbs to the one oblong stamp.)

Watermark 10. Imperial Crown. 
The last type of watermark to describe in this section is 
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the Imperial Crown, which was brought into use late in 1879, 
it being generally known as ‘‘Imperial Crown 1880.”’ This 
type was used for all the small-sized stamps from 1880 to the 
end of the reign of Queen Victoria, as well as for the Half- 
penny to One Shilling Edwardian stamps, and the early Half- 
~ penny and Penny Georgian issues.

HALFPENNY. 


The Halfpenny stamp, which was first issued in 1870, 
being produced by the line-engraved process, has been dis- 
cussed in the first part of this book. In 1880, Messrs. Perkins, 
Bacon & Co.’s contract for the printing of this value expired, 
and the contract was transferred to Messrs. De La Rue & Co. 


First Issue. 


1880. In size the first surface-printed Halfpenny stamp is 
184X224mm., being larger than the former stamp of the 
same value, and the same size as all the stamps of this series 
up to the value of Two Shillings. 

The design consisted of the Head of the Queen, enclosed 
within a circular frame, above and below which are coloured 
cartouches, containing the words ‘‘PosTAGE’’ at the top and 
‘“*HALFPENNY”” below in uncoloured capitals; this is made into 
a rectangular stamp by the addition of zigzag lines. 

The sheet consisted of 240 stamps, arranged in two 
panes, one above the other, each containing 120 stamps in 
ten rows of twelve stamps. 

No plate number is inserted upon the stamps, and the 
margins are plain, except for a small cross. It is certain 
that Plates 1, 2, 3, and 6 were used for this issue, also pos- 
sibly 7 and 8; the plate numbers on the imprimatur sheets 
are added by hand. The following are the dates of registra-

FourtTH ISSUE. 


In 1g00 the colour of the last mentioned stamp was 
changed to blue-green, to conform with the Universal Postal 
Regulations; in all other respects the stamp is the same as 
that of the Third Issue. 

The official notice, dated March 27th, 1900, stated that 
the new stamp was not to be sold before April 17th, 1900, 
in order that the existing stock of the previous issue might be 
disposed of. Some stamps were, however, issued prior to 
this date, owing to local supplies of the vermilion issue having 
been exhausted. 


N.B.—In water the green pigment disappears, leaving a blue stamp 
instead of blue-green.

In 1880 a stamp of the value of One Penny was issued to 
take the place of the stamp of similar value produced by the 
line-engraved process. 


First Issue. 


The design of the first surface-printed Penny stamp is a 
very poor imitation of the line-engraved stamp it replaced. 

The first announcement of this new issue was made in a 
Post Office Circular, dated December 23rd, 1879 :— 

A Penny Postage Stamp of New Design will shortly be issued. 
. . . Any stock of the present Penny Stamps that may remain on 
hand must be sold before commencing the sale to the Public of 
the New Stamp. 

This stamp was actually issued on January ist, 1880, 
check letters appearing in all four corners, as before, but 
with no plate number on the stamp or margins.

PENNY.’’ This is made into a rectangular shape by the addi- 
tion of angles in each corner containing a certain number of 
dots or pearls.

A combined Adhesive 1d. Postage and Inland Revenue Stamp .. . 
will shortly be issued. ' 

No official date of issue is given, but the earliest dated 
copy is July 12th, 1881.

The immediate cause of the issue of a stamp of the value 
of Twopence Halfpenny was the Universal Postal Congress, 
held at Berne, in October, 1874, at the invitation of the 
German Government. At that time the General Postal Union 
was established, the treaty being signed on October gth, 
1874. 

The design of the first four issues consisted of the Head 
of the Queen enclosed within an octagonal frame, the left- 
hand side being inscribed ‘‘tTwo PENCE’’. and the right-hand. 
side ‘‘HALFPENNY,’’ and ‘‘POSTAGE’’ on the top, and ‘‘24d.’" 
at the base. In all four corners there are check letters.

A scarce error of lettering is to be found in Plate 2, the 
last stamp of the eighth row, which in normal varieties was 
lettered ‘‘L.H.—H.L.,’’ is lettered ‘‘L.H.—F.L.”"’ A fake of 
this error is known, a genuine copy of Plate 2, “‘L.r.—F.L.”’ 
is obtained, and, with care, the first ‘‘F’’ is altered to ‘‘H.”’ 
This fake was first brought to notice by a pair of these 
stamps being offered for sale, lettered “‘k.F.—F.K.’’ and 
‘“‘L.H.—F.L.,’’ an impossible combination.

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THREE PENCE. 

Until the early, part of the summer of 1862, an adhesive* 
stamp to the value of Threepence was unknown. This value 
was first issued on May rst, 1862, to prepay the overseas 
rate of postage, more especially to Belgium and Switzerland. 

From the introduction of this value until the issue of the 
unified series of 1884 (seventh issue) the design was on the 
same general lines, the various issues differing in water- 
mark and minor changes of design. 


First ISSueE. 


Issued on May ist, 1862, the design consisted of the 
Head of the Queen on a ground of fine horizontal lines, en- 
closed within a frame of solid colour, inscribed ‘*THREE 
PENCE POSTAGE’’ in white letters. Small white check letters . 
are to be found in all four corners. The plate number is not 
indicated on the stamp itself. 


Plate 1.—Never registered; it was found to be defective, 
and destroyed on November 28th, 1861. 


Plate 2.—This plate was registered at Somerset House on 
March 19th, 1862, and put to press on the same day. The 
design of this stamp was originally made with the spandrels 
filled in with reticulated background. Some 1,551 sheets were 
printed in this way, but before the stamps were actually issued 
the pattern was removed from the plate, as it was feared that 
confusion would result between this and the Fourpenny stamp 
of that period. The bulk of the ‘‘reticulated’’ stamps was 
destroyed, and copies are known overprinted ‘‘SPECIMEN,’’ 
but without ‘‘SPECIMEN’’ are extremely rare. 


Plate 3.—The third plate was registered on August 25th, 
1862, five sheets only being printed.

SECOND ISSUE. 


In 1865, minor alterations were made to the design of 
this value, the trefoils in the corners being removed, and 
square blocks of solid colour inserted in their place, upon 
which were the check letters in uncoloured capitals; the 
foliate ornaments in the sides of the border were changed, 
and plate numbers in white figures enclosed in circles were 
inserted.

‘A Post Office Circular, dated August 11th, 1873, an- 
nounced that an alteration had been made in the then current 
Threepenny stamp, the main differences being that the check 
letters and plate numbers were printed in colour on white 
ground. At the same time the Head was remodelled, and the 
size of the border slightly reduced. No alteration was made 
in the size of the sheet or the watermark.

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EIGHTH ISSUE. 


The last change in the Victorian Threepenny stamp of 
this country was made in 1887. 


The design consisted of the Head of the Queen enclosed 
within a small oval, at each side of which, in uncoloured 
tablets, the value is expressed. In a tablet at the base is the 
inscription ‘‘POSTAGE AND REVENUE’’ in white letters. 


This stamp was printed on yellow paper watermarked 
Imperial Crown, the colour of the impression being dull 
purple, which, being on the yellow paper, resembles brown. 


This was printed in sheets of 240, in two panes of 120. 


In 1891 a small issue on orange paper was made, and 
genuine copies are rare. This stamp can best be distin- 
guished by the darker colour showing throughout the 
paper, and not merely on the back of the stamp.

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FOUR PENCE. 


The Fourpenny is the first adhesive postage stamp of 
this country to be produced by the surface printing process, 
and a die proof in black, on white surfaced card, may be 
seen in the Tapling Collection. This value was created to 
prepay the reduced letter rate to France, which came into 
force on January ist, 1855. 


First Issue. 


An announcement was made, dated Somerset House, 
July 24th, 1855, that a stamp to the value of Fourpence could 
be obtained from the Distributor of Postage Stamps at 
Somerset House, and from the Distributor of Sea Policy 
Stamps, New Bank Buildings, City. The issue of the stamp 
took place on July 31st, 1855. 


The design consisted of the Head of the Queen enclosed 
within a circle, below and above which are semi-circular 
tablets of solid colour, containing the inscription in white 
capitals, ‘‘POSTAGE’’ at the top, and ‘‘FOUR PENCE’’ below.

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EIGHT PENCE. 


In 1876 a new value, that of Eightpence, was created, to 
prepay the postage on letters to India and Australia. 

The first announcement of this new value was made in a 
Post Office Circular, dated September 4th, 1876, “*. . . . on 
and after the 11th inst. postage stamps to the value of 8d. 
will be sold to the public. They are issued for correspondence 
with India and Australia.’’ 

It was intended to use the Ninepenny die for this new 
value, but the Postmaster-General selected a new design, 
which consisted of a large Head of the Queen enclosed 
within a frame, the two sides of which are straight, and the 
top and bottom curved; in the upper curve is the inscription 
‘*POSTAGE,’’ and in the lower ‘‘EIGHT PENCE,’’ in coloured 
letters; the upright pillars at each side of the Head are filled 
with ornaments, and a circle containing the plate number; in 
the corners are check letters. 

The sheet consisted of 240 stamps in four panes of 60, 
the Post Office sheet being half a pane (thirty stamps). 

This stamp is printed on paper watermarked with the 
Large Garter, of which three deliveries were made to the 
printers, the first on June 13th, 1876, the second on July 
24th, 1876, and the third on August 19th, 1876, each de- 
livery being for 10,000 sheets, making 30,000 sheets in all, 
which can all be accounted for. 

Purple-brown was the colour first decided. upon, but it 
was found that that colour was very near that of the then 
current 24d. and tod. stamps, so it was decided that the 
shade should be orange, but not before 10,000 sheets had 
been printed in the purple-brown shade. Nearly all these 
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sheets were destroyed, but it appears that two sheets were 
saved; the ‘‘British Philatelist’’ says that, at the most, the 
number was two sheets. Plate 1 was used for printing these 
purple-brown stamps, and 19,995 sheets were printed from 
the same plate in orange, which leaves five sheets to be 
accounted for; these five sheets received impressions from 
Plate 2, which was never brought into general use.

The Ninepenny Plate 5 is amongst the rarest of the 
stamps of this country. It is of interest to note that a copy 
was given in September, 1915, by H.M. the King to be sold 
at the Philatelic War Funds Auction, it being bought in the 
first place by Mr. C. J. Phillips, of Messrs. Stanley Gibbons, 
Ltd., who put it up for sale again, when it was bought by 
Mr. Frank Godden.

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TEN PENCE. 


A stamp to the value of Tenpence was re-issued in 1867, 
after being out of stock for four years, the embossed stamp 
of similar value being discontinued in 1863. 

This value was re-issued to prepay the rate of postage on 
letters to India, Australia, and Mauritius, via Marseilles. 


First Issue. 


A Post Office Circular, dated June roth, 1867, announced 
the intention of the re-issue of a stamp to the value of Ten- 
pence, the date of issue being July 1st, 1867, although it is 
recorded that some copies were sold at Hull Post Office as 
early as June 17th of that year. 

The design consists of the Head of the Queen enclosed 
within a circle of solid colour, above which, in a curved 
band, is the inscription ‘‘POSTAGE,’’ and below ‘‘TEN PENCE”’ 
in a tablet, all in coloured letters. In the corners are check 
letters ; above the lower two are the plate numbers in circular 
frames of solid colour. 

The watermark was Spray of Rose, the colour red-brown, 
and the sheet consisted of 240 stamps in twelve panes of 20 
stamps. 

Two plates were constructed, only one of which was used. 

A few sheets of Plate 1 were in error printed on paper 
watermarked Heraldic Emblems. 

Most of the known copies of Plate 2 were on letters 
posted to Messrs. Crosse & Blackwell’s Indian branch. 

A new die was prepared in 1872, with an ornamental 
border round the circle enclosing the Queen’s Head and the 
plate numbers under the top check letters, but no plate was 
constructed.

SECOND ISSUE. 


The Tenpenny value, after being withdrawn for thirteen 
years, was again issued on February 24th, 1890. 

The design, consisting of the Head of the Queen, on an 
octagonal background of solid colour, enclosed within a 
rectangular frame, inscribed at the top ‘‘PosTAGE’’ and be- 
low ‘‘& REVENUE’’ in coloured letters; at each side of the 
Head is the value ‘‘1od.’’ in figures, the rest of the design 
being composed of ornaments. 

Purple and carmine were the colours to be selected, the 
watermark being Imperial Crown. 

The sheet consisted of 80 stamps in four panes of 20; 
at first only panes were on sale, but subsequently full sheets.

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ONE SHILLING. 


In 1856 the first surface-printed Shilling stamp was 
issued. This took the place of the embossed stamp of similar 
value. 


First ISSUE. 


A Post Office Circular, dated October 29th, 1856, an- 
nounced the issue of a One Shilling stamp, the date of issue 
being November ist, 1856. 

The design consisted of the Head of the Queen, enclosed 
within an oval frame, inscribed ‘‘posTAGE’’ at the top, and 
‘‘ONE SHILLING’’ below, in uncoloured capitals. 


The sheet consisted of 240 stamps, in twelve panes of 
20 stamps, the watermark being Heraldic Emblems, and the 
colour green. 

Only one plate was constructed, which was not numbered 
on the stamp. 

The first supply of five hundred sheets was on thick 
highly glazed paper, which was blued, the subsequent print- 
ings being on white paper.

In 1862 slight alterations were made to the design of 
this stamp, the Queen’s Head being retouched, small white 
check letters being inserted in each corner, and plate numbers 
each side of the Head.

Office Circular of November 2gth, 1862, the issue taking 
place on December rst. 


Two plates were made, numbered 2 and 3 on the sheets 
and 1 and 2 on the stamps, Plate 2 (3) having “‘hair lines’’ 
across the exterior angles of the four corners. 


The colour, watermark, and make-up of the sheet were 
as for the first issue. 


In Plate 1 (2) there is a curious variety, the stamp lettered 
‘*D.K.—K.D.’’ may be found with a circle around the lower 
“*K’’; the cause of this has been explained by the printers, 
Messrs. De La Rue, in January, 1894, as follows: ‘‘When 
the stamps bore letters in the corners, they were struck from 
a die, which was pierced in the four corners, so as to allow 
the introduction of letter plugs, which were changed as re- 
quired. There is no doubt that in striking the lead for the 
stamp in question, the ‘“‘k’’ plug was not driven quite home 
into the die; consequently, when the plate came to be made, 
there was a slight circular indention in it. This would be 
overcome by our printer putting extra ‘overlays’ where this 
indentation occurred, so that the circle would not be ob- 
servable in any of the sheets printed until the ‘overlays’ 
began to give way. Our printer would, as soon as he ob- 
served the defect, rectify it by putting fresh ‘overlays.’ ’’

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THIRD ISSUE. 


For this issue, the die is re-modelled, the letters of value 
being larger and the ornaments of a different design; large 
white check letters are inserted in the corners, the colour 
remains green, and the watermark and the make-up of the 
sheet as before.

In this issue there occurs a very important forgery. In 
May, 1898, Mr. Chas. Nissen, the well known authority on 
the stamps of this country, while looking through a number 
of Plate 5 stamps which had been removed from telegraph 
forms, discovered the forgery of the Shilling green, Plate 5, 
Plate 6 being discovered some time afterwards. 

It appears that a number of these stamps, used at the 
Stock Exchange, were forged, the chief points of difference 
being that the corner blocks are blurred, instead of being 
sharp and clear, and too close to the oval, also the plate 
number is broken and blurred. 

Some of the stamps bore impossible combinations of 
letters, the paper is poor and unwatermarked. On the whole, 
the forgery is a good imitation. It would seem that the fraud 
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was on the part of a postal servant, or servants, as the 
stamps were sold over the counter and affixed to the tele- 
graph forms, which, after having been despatched, would 
probably be stored away and never seen again, as most of 
the forms were, after a period, burnt. Copies are known 
dated June 3rd, 12th, 13th, 17th, and 28th, and July rst, 
16th, and 23rd, 1872. .

The Post Office Circular of June 1toth, 1867, which con- 
tained the announcement of the issue of the Tenpenny and 
Two Shilling stamps, also announced the issue of the Five 
Shilling stamp.

THIRD ISSUE. 


On April rst, 1884, a Pound stamp of new design and 
size was issued. This is three times the size of the smaller 
stamps, and watermarked with three Imperial Crowns. 

The Head of the Queen is enclosed within a Circle, 
which, in turn, is enclosed within a pointed oval containing 
the inscription ‘‘POSTAGE ONE POUND.’’ At each side of this 
the value is expressed in large figures, thus ‘‘41.’’ All this 
is framed by a border or ornamentation. In each of the 
corners there are check letters. The colour selected was 
brown-lilac, and the plate consisted of 80 stamps. No plate 
number appears on the stamp. 

An interesting variety* occurs on the third stamp in the 
tenth row, viz. ‘‘jJc,’’ in which the outer and thicker coloured 
frame line which encloses the Head is broken in two places 
at the bottom, so that the band of white colour at the foot of 
the stamp goes right across. A further minor variety 
appears on the same stamp, the lower ‘‘y’’ square has a 
flaw just outside the lower right-hand corner.

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A postage stamp to the value of Five Pounds was issued 
on March 21st, 1882. This is the largest and highest value 
of any of the stamps of this country.

A colour trial of this stamp is known in gold.

as a telegraph plate. The word ‘TELEGRAPHS’ (sic) since 
been cut out, and the word ‘POSTAGE’ is now printed in 
the space, to render the stamp available for either telegraph 
or postal purposes.

THE EDWARDIAN SERIES. 


INTRODUCTION. 


G@)* January 22nd, igor, after a reign of sixty-four years, 
Queen Victoria died, and was succeeded by her son 
Edward. 

It was then necessary to issue stamps bearing the portrait 
of the new King, whereupon new designs were prepared. 

Before passing to the more technical part, and to the 
separate consideration of each value, it would be as well to 
generally consider the stamps. 

The Head of the King on the stamps, as issued, was 
taken from a profile portrait by Herr Emil Fuchs, an Austrian 
sculptor of some note, who was born in Vienna in 1866. When 
it became known that a foreign artist was being employed, 
some dissatisfaction was expressed, Mr. Ellis Griffith ask- 
ing a question in Parliament on May 24th, 1go1, inquiring 
if it was correct that a foreign artist was being employed, 
and, if so, if it was to be understood that no British artist 
was competent for the work. Mr. Austen Chamberlain re- 
plied, saying that it was correct a foreign artist was being 
employed, but it was not to be inferred that no British artist 
was competent for the work. Further questions were asked 
on June 7th, when it appeared that the portrait had been 
selected by the King himself. 

In design the majority of the stamps are not unlike those 
of the preceding reign; of the lower values the 14d., 2d., 
3d., 4d., 5d., and ts. are the same, with the addition of a 
Crown suspended above the Head of the King; the od. and 
1od. values are very similar to the 1887 issue. In the od. 
the inscription ‘‘POSTAGE AND REVENUE’’ is removed from 
the top and bottom arms of the Cross to the side arms, and 
in the rod. the inscription is found below the Head. 

With regard to the higher values, the 2s. 6d., 5s., and 
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10s. stamps are similar to the Victorian, the chief altera- 
tions being that the check letters are removed and a Crown 
is suspended above the Head. The design of the £1 stamp 
is completely redrawn. 

There now remain the 4d., 1d., 24d., and 6d. stamps to 
be considered. These are of new design, the Head of the 
King, looking towards the left, is enclosed within an oval, 
above which is a Crown; this frame is surrounded by a 
chaplet of laurel and oak leaves, tied under the Head by a 
ribbon, through which runs a tablet containing the value, in 
words for the $d. and id., and figures for the 24d. and 6d., 
at each side of the Crown. Above the Head is a tablet of 
solid colour, inscribed ‘‘POSTAGE’’ at the left and ‘‘& 
REVENUE’’ at the right. 

The same colour scheme as that of the 1887 Victorian 
issue was adhered to, with the following exceptions: 4d. 
dark green, $d. pale green, 1d. scarlet, 2$d. blue, 4d. (at 
first green and brown, later changed to orange). 

One new value, the 7d., was added to the series, which 
will be described later. The watermark remained Imperial 
Crown for the $d. to 1s., and #1, and Anchor for the 2s. 6d., 
5s., and Ios. 
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ESSAYS. 


During the interval between the death of Queen Victoria 
and the issue of the new stamps, Messrs. De La Rue & Co. 
prepared a number of essays, the designs for the lower 
values (4d. to 1s.) having the same frame as those of the 
Victorian set then in use, but with a three-quarter or quarter 
face portrait of the King, in Field Marshal’s uniform, in- 
serted, looking to the right or left.

None of these designs were accepted, and it was deter- 
mined to adopt the frame of the existing 14d., 2d., 3d., 4d., 
sd., od., 1tod., and ts. values, substituting the Head of 
King Edward for that of Queen Victoria, new designs being 
selected for the $d., 1d., 24d., and 6d. values. In addition 
to these, the 2s. 6d., 5s., 10s., and £1 were the same as 
the previous issue, except for minor alterations, which will 
be dealt with more fully in a later chapter. The 44d. and 
45 values were discontinued, although a die of the latter 
was prepared. The following notice appeared in the Post 
Office Circular of March 3rd, 1903, the issue of the 44d. 
having already been stopped by a notice of December 27th, 
IQOI :— 


“Discontinuance of the issue of 45 Postage Stamps. 


‘It has been decided to discontinue the issue of the £5 
postage stamps, and Postmasters should not make any 
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further requisitions for stamps of this value. The £5 stamps 
now in stock at Post Offices should be sold to the public in 
the ordinary way/until the stock is exhausted.”’ 

In addition to those essays already mentioned, Mr. 
Buckley, in his article on the Twopence Halfpenny in the 
‘‘Philatelic Record’’ for 1915, gave a list of six others that 
he had seen, as follows :— 


I. Value in words below the head in a curve, but not 
on a tablet. 


II. Similar to the last, but the value is in words on a 
solid curved tablet. 


III. Value in figures in each lower corner, with a large 
bow of ribbon below the head; the figures are 
large and are on a solid ground, which, however, 
only extends a very short distance from the 
figures, and does not form a tablet. 


IV. Similar to the last, but the figures are contained in 
solid tablets of square shape, but with the extreme 
corners rounded. 


V. Similar to the last, but the tablets are oblong and 
the figures much smaller; the inner corners of 
the tablets are covered by the lower oak and 
laurel leaves of the wreath. 


VI. Similar to the issued stamp. 


In October, 1902, King Edward was dissatisfied with the 
design of the then current Penny stamp, whereupon an essay 
was prepared in which was a medallion containing the Head 
of the King, looking to the left, with a crown suspended 
above, on either side of which was a block of solid colour, 
containing ‘“‘POSTAGE’’ on the left and ‘‘REVENUE’’ on the 
right. Either side of the medallion were oak leaves, which 


were tied under the Head with ribbon, the bottom corners 
each having a shield with the value ‘‘1d.’’ engraved, the 
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stamp being somewhat similar to the 1908 issue of the Gold 
Coast, although the ‘‘Head die’’ used was that for the Trans- 
vaal issue of the same value. 

In 1910 it was decided to make alterations in the design 
of the Twopenny stamp, and an essay was prepared show- 
ing the King’s Head, to left, on a white background, above 


which was suspended a crown; a band of solid colour was 
on either side of the Head, having ‘‘posTaAGe’’ on the left 
and ‘‘REVENUE’’ on the right, below all being a_heart- 
shaped tablet containing the value in figures. The remainder 
of the design was filled with fanciful engraving. 

The design was approved, the colour selected being 
officially termed Tyrian plum, and a plate constructed, which 
was registered on April 11th, 1910, and a large number of 
sheets were printed; but, owing to the death of the King, 
it was never issued, practically the entire stock being de- 
stroyed some time later. Only three copies are known, all 
of which are in His Majesty’s collection, including a pair 
used on entire at the East Strand Post Office. 

It is fairly certain that if His Majesty had lived we 
should have seen some startling changes in our stamps, the 
scheme being commenced by the issue of the Fourpenny 
orange, also the new value of Sevenpence, each of which 
was printed in one colour only, it evidently being the inten- 
tion to do away with all the bi-coloured values. 
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_ ‘In 1904 His present Majesty, King George V, when 
Prince of Wales, prepared and read before the Philatelic 
Society, London, a paper entitled ‘‘Notes on the Postal 
Adhesive Issues of the United Kingdom during the present 
reign,’’ from which we cull the following :— _ | 
“The artist is Herr Emil Fuchs, who, for the purpose 
of the new stamps, prepared an original drawing, for which 
the King was pleased to grant a sitting. It was determined 
to adopt a new design for the frame of the $d., 1d., 2$d., 
and 6d. stamps. The design for the new frame and border 
was prepared by Messrs. De La Rue & Co., under Herr 
Fuchs’s instructions, from a sketch furnished by him. 
‘‘From the original sketch a photograph was taken. The 
design for the border was also photographed, and the two 
prints so obtained were placed together, and a fresh photo- 
graphic impression taken of the whole. This was submitted 
to the King; the original, with the written approval, now 
being in my collection. | 
‘‘Temporary copperplates were then engraved to indicate 
the effect that would be obtained. From these plates proofs

prepared by the artist. In the other proofs the Head is 
engraved, and although in this operation some of the 
delicacy of the original work has been lost, the general 
effect has been retained, and the portrait is satisfactory and 
pleasing. 

“‘The third proof only differs from the second in the 
posing of the Head, and is the one approved by Herr Fuchs 
on behalf: of the King, subject to a slight reduction in the 
width pf the wreath, a suggestion made, I believe, by the 
Queen. 

“‘The preparation of the dies was then proceeded with, 
and proofs are shown from the preliminary Head dies in 
the sizes requisite for the various adhesive stamps. In the 
engraving of the dies the character and expression of the 
portrait has undergone considerable change, and the result 
is by no means so satisfactory, in general effect, as in the 
case of the temporary plates. The new working dies for 
the several values were then put in hand, and I am able to 
show proofs from all the dies so prepared.”’

The printers and the printing of the stamps of the reign . 
of King Edward VII is a subject that requires lengthy note. 


Briefly the stamps may be divided as follows :—

Having given a summary of the productions of the three 
printers, it now becomes necessary to consider the differences 
whereby the various printings may be distinguished. 


Mr. Stanley Phillips, in his ‘‘The Stamps of Great Britain, 
Ig11-1914,’’ has gone very thoroughly into the matter of 
the distinctions of the various printings. The following, re- 
printed from Chapter II of his book, will be found to be of 
great service to the student of these stamps :— 
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Spee one i4d.,° 2d.,.3d., §d., 6d., od., 10d., ‘Is., and 
2s. 6d. stamps, as well as the bi-coloured 4d. stamp, were 
originally printed by Messrs. De La Rue on ‘ordinary’ paper, 
and at a later date on ‘chalky’ paper (i.e. paper which has 
been coated with a preparation of chalk to render it impos- 
sible to clean the stamp after use). ... As no chalk-surfaced 
paper was used for the Edwardian issues either by Messrs. 
Harrison or by the Stamping Department, except in the case 
of the 6d., which will be dealt with later, all stamps of other 
denominations, proved by testing to be on this paper, are 
the work of Messrs. De La Rue. ... As far as the 6d. 
value is concerned, the stamps on chalky paper should be 
put on one side until the other stamps have been dealt with, 
when they can easily be sorted into printings by comparison 
of shades. ... The perforation gauge next comes into use, 
the horizontal (top or bottom) perforations of all the 4d., 
Id., 24d., 3d., and 4d., among the stamps yet remaining 
to be sorted, being measured. Those gauging fifteen 
horizontally may be placed on one side as ‘Harrison print- 
ings with compound perforation,’ as the De La Rue per- 
foration was always approximately fourteen on every side 
of the stamp. ... Laying the stamps face downward on the 
table, it will be noted that, generally speaking, they may 
be divided into two classes, in one of which the gum is 
yellowish, opaque and fairly plentiful, while in the other it 
is hardly apparent, being transparent, colourless, and thinly 
applied. In stamps with the latter gum the mesh of the 
paper is usually very distinct, and the watermark stands 
out more clearly than in copies with the yellowish gum, the 
yellowish gum marking the work of Messrs. De La Rue, 
and the colourless gum the work of Messrs. Harrison and 
the Stamping Department. A very good idea of the appear- 
ance of the gum and the paper of the provisional printings 
may be obtained from the Harrison stamps with the com- 
pound perforation, which have been placed on one side. 
Blocks with ’11 cuts and control numbers peculiar to the 
various printings will also be of great assistance for com- 
parison, and a study of the marginal lines is helpful in 
some cases, as there are several varieties of these which 
occur only in the work of one printer. Turning to the sur- 
face of the stamps, it will be found that here, again, there 
is division, the paper of some stamps having a dull appear- 
ance, while in others it is smooth and glossy, the glossy 
surface being a characteristic of the work of Messrs. De La 
Rue. This difference is quite apparent in the marginal 
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paper of the sheets, but is even more so on the printed por- 
tions, the effect of the dull surface being to give a ‘dead’ 
appearance to the work, the colours appearing harsh and 
crude in contrast with the softened and artistic tones of the 
De La Rue stamps. ... The printing of the stamps also 
shows marked differences, as, in addition to the blotchy 
and heavy early printings of some values, ... there is a 
coarseness about the finer lines of the design in most of the 
provisional printings which is absent in the stamps printed 
by Messrs. De La Rue. The paper on which they had to 
work seems to have been one of the greatest handicaps to 
Messrs. Harrison & Sons and the Stamping Department. 
This was due partly to the inferior printing surface of the 
paper and also, in some measure, to the Crown water- 
mark, which made an appreciable difference in the thick- 
ness of those portions where it appeared. When they came 
to the actual printing of the stamps, the printers appear to 
have been in a quandary. Were they to use heavy pressure, 
in order to get the colour well into the lines of the water- 
mark, and risk blurring the fine lines of the design, or 
should they use less pressure, and have insufficient colour 
along the lines where the paper was thinned by the water- 
mark? Copies showing the result of each of these methods 
will be found, the heaviest inking being chiefly in the early 
Harrison printings; while in the later and lighter printings, 
of both Somerset House and the contractors, white specks 
will be seen, which are more particularly noticeable on the 
background of solid colour to the left of the Head, in the 
stamps where this is found. On holding such stamps up to 
the light and looking through them from the front, it will 
be noticed that these specks follow the lines of the water- 
mark. ... In the De La Rue printings the white specks 
practically never occur, probably owing to some difference 
in the preparation of the paper for printing, and where the 
appearance of a stamp is spoiled, either through heavy ink- 
ing or by defective impression, it may be safely regarded as 
belonging to the printings of 1911-1912. The improvement 
made in the appearance of stamps of the later Somerset 
House printings was largely due to the means employed for 
surfacing the paper, and these printings never show the 
white specks. . . . As regards perforation, the centring of 
stamps printed by Messrs. De La Rue or the Stamping De- 
partment is usually good, Messrs. Harrison being the worse 


offenders in this respect, more especially in the early print- 
ingss naa’. 
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Briefly the points of difference are :—

Having now noted the differences of the various print- 
ings of the stamps of this series, it is now necessary to con- 
sider the stamps, which will be considered in order of value. 

The Post Office Circular of December 17th, 1901, con- 
tained the announcement of the first Edwardian stamps to 
be issued, namely the 4d., 1d., 2$d., and 6d. stamps, the 
notice being as follows :— | 


‘“POosSTAGE STAMPS. 


“During the last three or four days of this month the 
Controllers of Stamps in London, Edinburgh, and Dublin 
will be in a position to supply new stamps, bearing the 
King’s portrait, of the value of 4d., 1d., 24d., and 6d. re- 
spectively. All Postmasters should apply at once in the usual 
manner, but on a separate requisition form headed ‘New 
Stamps,’ for a stock of these stamps, not exceeding a fort- 
night’s supply, for sale at their offices and offices under their 
control; but no stamp of the new issue may be sold before 
January 1st, and counter clerks should endeavour to get rid 
of the old stamps then on hand (or supplied to them sub- 
sequently) by selling them to purchasers who do not specially 
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ask for the new stamps. The colour of the new Sixpenny 
stamp being the same as that of the present Penny stamp, 
care should be used to avoid mistaking one for the other. 
New stamps of other denominations bearing the King’s 
portrait will be issued afterwards. 

‘‘All the adhesive stamps of the present issue bearing the 
portrait of the late Queen will still be available. A descrip- 
tion of them is given below :—

‘‘The stamps with the late Queen’s portrait embossed or 
printed on envelopes, wrappers, post cards, and letter cards 
will also be available.

“‘The Public Notice distributed with this Circular should 
be exhibited in all Post Offices.’’ 


It is of interest to note that no announcement was made 
of the issue of any of the other values, which, it ae 
were issued as required. 
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THE EDWARDIAN ISSUES. 
HALFPENNY. 
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De La Rue. First Issue. 

The Halfpenny stamp was among the first of the 
Edwardian stamps to be issued. 

The design is entirely different to any yet issued, con- 
sisting of the Head of the King on an oval background, sur- 
rounded by a chaplet of oak and laurel leaves; above the 
Head is a suspended Crown, on each side of which are 
tablets of solid colour, inscribed ‘‘PoSTAGE’’ on the left-hand 
side and ‘‘& REVENUE’’ on the right in uncoloured letters; at 
the base there is a tablet containing the value ‘‘HALF PENNY”’ 
expressed in words. 

The plate was registered at Somerset House on. Sep- 
tember 26th, 1901, the date of issue being January rst, 
1902. 

In accordance with the universal .Postal regulations 
green was the colour to be selected, all the printing of this 
issue being in a slightly bluish shade of deep green. 

The paper was watermarked Imperial Crown, the plate 
consisting of 240 stamps in two panes of 120. 

This stamp is to be found with Controls A and B, which 
are placed under the eleventh stamp of the bottom row, 
and Controls C, C4, and.-D4 under the second stamp. 


De La Rue. SEcOND ISSUE. 


On November 26th, 1904, the deep shade of green was 
changed to pale green. An announcement in a Post Office 
Circular of November 22nd stated that the alteration was 
caused by the deep green of the first issue being similar to 
and apt to be confused, at night, with the 24d. blue stamp, 
the plate being re- registered in the new colour on July 15th, 
1904. In all other respects this issue is the same as the 
first. 

This stamp may be found with the following controls, 
all placed under the second stamp of the bottom row :—D4, 
Ds, Es, E6, F6, F7, G7, G8, H8, Hg, Ig, I10, and Jio. 
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PROVISIONAL PRINTINGS. HARRISON. PERF. 14 X 14. 


In May, 1911, this stamp appeared printed by Messrs. 
Harrison & Sons, the perforation gauging 14x 14, as for the. 
De La Rue productions. This may be distinguished by the 
Control A11, the colour is pale green of a dull tone, the 
printing being (as a rule) blurred, the colour spreading over 
the oval frame line to the left of the stamp. In the De La 
Rue printing this frame line was always clear, but in the 
Harrison printings it was generally blurred, and never so 
clear as that of the De La Rue printing.

In October, 1911, this stamp appeared perforated 15x14, 
so it can at once be decided that this is a Harrison printing, 
as no other printing was perforated thus.

A stamp to the value of One Penny was issued at the 
same time as the Halfpenny stamp on January Ist, 1902, 
the plate being registered on October 14th, 1g01; in design 
it is the same as the Halfpenny just discussed, with, of 
course, the exception of the value, which is now One Penny. 

In accordance with the regulations of the Universal 
Postal Union, scarlet was the colour to be selected. The 
sheet consisted of 240 stamps in two panes of 120, the 
watermark being Imperial Crown and the perforation 
14X14. 

A number of controls may be found as follows :—A, B, C, 
C4, D4, D5, E5, E6, F6, F7, G7, G8, H8, Ho, lg, lio, 
and Jio. 

An interesting error occurs on some sheets with Con- 
trols Ig, I10, and Jio, consisting of a small flaw under the 
‘“*E’’ of ‘“‘PENNY’’ being on the tenth stamp in the twentieth 
row. 


PROVISIONAL PRINTINGS. HARRISON. PERF. 14 x 14. 


About May 3rd, ig1i, the Harrison printing of the 
Penny stamp appeared. As in the Halfpenny the printing 
was generally blotchy; at a later date this was improved, 
resulting in insufficient inking along the lines of the water- 
mark. 

The scarlet shades of the De La Rue printing are not 
to be found in this printing, the two main groups being 
rose-red and rose-carmine. The rare shade of this printing 
‘is the aniline-pink. The design and make-up of the sheet is 
as before, and the Control is Ai1. _

The next value that requires consideration is the Three- 
halfpenny stamp issued on March a2tst, 1902, the plate be- 
ing registered on February rst of that year.

This stamp was printed in two colours, purple and green, 
the watermark being Imperial Crown and the perforation

De La Rue. On CHALK-SURFACED PAPER. 


About September 5th, 1905, this stamp appeared on 
chalk-surfaced paper. This, and all the stamps printed on 
this paper, can at once be distinguished by the ‘‘silver’’ 
test. Draw a clean silver coin across the edge of the stamp, 
which, if it is a chalk-surfaced specimen, will leave a black 
line, which can be removed by a moistened handkerchief. 

The Three-halfpenny on this paper can be allocated with 
certainty as a De La Rue printing, as Somerset House did 
not use this paper for this value. 


PROVISIONAL PRINTINGS. SOMERSET HOUSE. 


In July, 1911, this stamp appeared printed at Somerset 
House. The general shade of the stamp is dull purple and 
yellow-green, the purple being more true and more red than 
the De La Rue purple. 

Of this printing Mr. Stanley Phillips remarks : 
An interesting difference between the Three-halfpenny stamps 
of the De La Rue and Somerset House printings has been 
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noted. The upper edge of the curtain fringe at the bottom 
of the stamp is bordered by two lines, which slant upwards 
to right and left from either side of the value label. In the 
De La Rue stamps the upper of these lines on the right-hand 
side is very faint, but in the Somerset House printings it is 
broken on many of the stamps on the sheet. .. .”’

of the upper pane is missing in two places at the right side— 
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the first being just below the square at the right top 
corner, and the other at the lower corner of the value tablet. 
In some examples there appear fine lines, or ‘hair’ lines, 
in the place of the two breaks. The last stamp in the eighth 
row, also of the upper pane, shows the outer frame line 
above the value tablet bulged outwards, as if the plate had 
received some damage and been repaired. The variety exists 
in both perforations.”’

“*IssuE OF FOURPENNY POSTAGE STAMPS IN LARGER SHEETS. 


“‘The new Fourpenny stamps now being issued are printed 
in sheets of 240 (value £4) instead of sheets of 160 (value 
#2. 13s. 4d.), and Postmasters applying for these stamps 
should make the necessary alterations in the Requisition 
Forms until these forms are reprinted.”’ 

The watermark is Imperial Crown, and the perforation 
14. At first ordinary paper was used, to be changed to 
chalk-surfaced paper in January, 1906. 


De La Rue. SeEconpd ISSUE. 


On November ist, 1g09, the colour of this stamp was 
changed to orange, the paper being ordinary. 
The following Post Office notice was issued at the time :— 


‘“‘NEw FOURPENNY STAMP. 


*“‘A new Fourpenny stamp, orange in colour, will be 
ready for issue to Postmasters, &c., on requisition, the rst 
proximo. The existing stock of the present Fourpenny 
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stamps should, as a rule, be disposed of at each Post Office 
before the new stamps are sold to the public; but, when 
specially asked for, the new stamps may be supplied if in 
stock.’’ 


This notice was contained in the Post Office Circular of 
October 26th, 1909. 

This stamp, in its new colour, was registered on October 
21SC, YIQOO. 

There are some small differences between the dies of the 
green and brown and the orange stamps, which were noted 
in the ‘‘British Philatelist’’ (Vol. Il, page 68) as follows :— 

““... on the nose of the profile of the bi-coloured stamp, 
the third and fourth lines converge and meet, not so in the 
new; and the hair, just below the wisp which is brushed 
over the head, is differently arranged, there were four 
locks of medium length, now there are one long, one 
medium, and, between them, two short ones; the crown has 
been redrawn, but not improved, and there are very slight 
differences in the lettering, of which the ampersand is quite 
distinct from that of the old stamp. The part formerly in 
brown is now, the white space being less, noticeably wider 
than before: the circles and the ‘‘4d.,’’ as also the small 
triangular pieces of colour round the frame, are much 
larger; and, in the circles, the lined background does not 
now, as formerly, extend up to the indication of value, but 
stops short, leaving a very narrow space round the figure 
and letters: Gof 

The stamp without any Head is not a genuine variety, 
as the Head, being printed in fugitive ink, must have faded 
out after issue by coming into contact with some chemical. 
It should, perhaps, be explained that in the first issue, as 
in all bi-coloured stamps, two plates were necessary—the 
‘‘head’’ and the ‘‘duty’’ plate—but when the stamp was 
printed in one colour only one plate was required.

The design consists of the Head of the King, enclosed 
within an oval, above which is a suspended Crown, with a 
shield on either side containing the value in uncoloured 
figures; below the oval is the inscription ‘‘posTaGE &

was issued in the Post Office Circular of May 3rd, 1910 :— 


“‘INTRODUCTION OF A SEVENPENNY POSTAGE STAMP. 


“‘Arrangements have been made for the introduction of 
a Sevenpenny postage stamp. The new stamps are of grey 
colour, and are printed in sheets of 240 (value £7). The 
stamps are now ready for issue, and the first opportunity 
should be taken, in making the usual requisitions for stamps, 
to obtain a supply of Sevenpenny stamps at all Head Offices 
and at all those Sub-Offices where they are likely to meet 
with a sufficient sale to justify a stock being kept (the 
Sevenpenny stamps will chiefly be used for parcels and tele- 
grams). Pending a reprint of the Stamp Requisition Form, 
the necessary entry respecting the Sevenpenny stamps should 
_ be inserted in the proper place in ink. Sorting officers and 
other officers concerned should take the first opportunity to 
make themselves acquainted with the appearance of the new 
stamp.”’ 

This stamp was printed on Crown watermarked paper, 
perforated 14 x 14, in sheets of 240, in two panes of 120, the 
colour to be selected being grey-black.

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BOOKLETS OF STAMPS. 


It is thought that the first booklet of stamps to be issued 
was that of Bonellis’s Electric Telegraph Co. 

Not until March 16th, 1904, were the first booklets 
containing English stamps issued. At first these contained 
twenty-four Penny stamps in four blocks of six, interleaved 
with waxed paper. The front page had the Royal Cypher 
and Crown, with the inscription ‘‘TWENTY-FOUR ID. STAMPS 
PRICE 2S. 4b.,’’ the remaining pages of the cover being 
filled with postal information. 

For these stamps a special plate was prepared. H.M. the 
King, when Prince of Wales, in the course of an address 
described the method of production as follows :— 

“Tt will be noticed that the ordinary One Penny adhesive 
stamp was registered for the second time in September, 
1903. The reason for this is that it is proposed to issue 
small books, containing twenty-four stamps of this value, 
to be sold at the price of 2s. ofd. each. Each book con- 
tains four pages of six stamps, in two horizontal rows of 
three stamps, the pages being interleaved with waxed paper. 
The second registration was owing to a new plate having 
been made, this being necessary because the stamps have to 
be printed in a special manner for making up into books. 
The stamps are printed in four panes of sixty stamps, dis- 
persed in six columns of ten stamps. As a margin is re- 
quired for binding, each alternate series of three columns on 
the plate has the stamps reversed, so that the books may all 
open the same way. Thus the watermark on each stamp in 
these columns is reversed.”’ 

The method of binding is to lay the several sheets with 
interleaving paper and covers so as to make a book, and 
stitch the outside edges, and afterwards cut up the sheets 
so as to have the books of the required size. 

The Post Office report for 1904 contained the following :— 

‘“These books have met with a considerable demand, the 
number sold in the first month of their issue being 132,130. 
I propose, in the course of a few months, to place on sale 
books containing twelve Penny stamps and twenty-four Half- 
penny ones, the price of these books to be also 2s. o}d.”’ 

These new booklets appeared on June rst, 1906, con- 
taining twelve Penny stamps and twenty-three Halfpenny 
stamps (not quite in accordance with the notice in the 
report), the price being 2s., as the odd 4d. was found to be 
somewhat inconvenient. In this book there were two pages 
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of Penny stamps and four pages of Halfpenny stamps, the 
last page having only five stamps, the space for the sixth 
being occupied by a green cross. 

The next issue contained eighteen Penny stamps and 
eleven Halfpenny stamps, being interleaved with waxed 


paper. The next issue (fourth issue) is the same as this, 
only the waxed pages have advertisements on them in red. 
The next issue is interleaved with white paper, and has the 
advertisements in green. 

The last issue of the Edwardian booklets was the first to 
be printed by Harrison & Sons. It contains a notice that 
Messrs. Sells, Ltd., have been appointed sole agents for the 
advertisements, and the announcement that the next issue of 
booklets would be sold at face value.

INTRODUCTION. 


tne. a short reign of only ten years, King Edward VII 
died, after a brief illness, on May 6th, 1910, to be 
succeeded by his second son, our present King, George V, 
his elder son, Prince Albert Victor, dying in 1892. 

Thirteen months elapsed from the death of the King to 
the issue of the first of the new Georgian stamps. During 
these months Edwardian stamps were used, which were in 
the nature of a provisional issue, owing to the contract for 
the production of the stamps being transferred from Messrs. 
Thos. De La Rue & Co. to Messrs. Harrison & Sons on 
January ist, 191t. During the time that these provisional 
stamps (which were considered in the last section) were on 
issue, the authorities were busily employed with the produc- 
tion of the stamps of the new King, the first official refer- 
ence being made to them by the Postmaster-General, Sir 
(then Mr.) Herbert Samuel, M.P., at Margate, on July roth, 
1910, who, in the course of a speech, said: ‘‘It was hoped 
to make the design of the forthcoming stamps a consider- 
able improvement upon the present (King Edward) one. 
This was, he thought, the first occasion on which there had 
been a philatelist on the throne, and as His Majesty was a 
very keen philatelist, they were naturally very anxious to 
-produce something that would meet with his expert approval. 
Several artists had been invited to submit competitive de- 
signs, but these had not yet been received.”’ 

From the end of 1tg1o the Press took up the question of 
the new stamps, and frequent mention of them was made 
in the papers; at the same time, Parliament was asking 
various questions regarding the design, designer, dates of 
issue, cost, and such like matters, and in November of that 
year the Postmaster-General announced several postal con- 
cessions. At one time there was a question of a special 
Coronation stamp, the following letter being received, by a 
correspondent of ‘‘The Times,’’ from the King’s Private 
Secretary :— 
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York Cottage, Sandringham. 
January 5th, rgrt. 
Sir,—I am commanded to thank you for your letter of the 2nd inst., 
in which you suggest that the issue of a special Coronation stamp might 
be the source of income to the King’s Hospital Fund, and, in reply His 
Majesty directs me to inform you that the matter has been under con- 
sideration.—Yours faithfully, ARTHUR BIGGE. 


During the months of January, February, and March 
(1911), forecasts of the new stamps appeared in the ‘‘Daily 
Telegraph,’’ the ‘‘Daily Chronicle,’’ the ‘‘Evening News,’’ 
and ‘‘Morning Post,’’ to the effect that all the colours of 
the new stamps would be altered, except the $d., 1d., and 
24d., which would remain in their old colours (green, scarlet, 
and blue), to comply with the regulations of the Universal 
Postal Union, also that in all cases the value of the stamps 
would be expressed in figures. The ‘‘Evening News’’ gave 
some interesting information, viz. :— 

That the selection of the designs was in the hands of the 
Postmaster-General. 

That the bulk of the stamps would be produced by 
Harrison, and some of the higher values by Somerset House, 
not at the Mint, as had been suggested. 

On May 28th, 1911, at the time of the Budget debates, 
the Postmaster-General announced that the new stamps 
would be issued on Coronation Day, that the new stamps 
would not bear the name of the country, but would have the 
value in words and figures. Penny letter cards, halfpenny 
post cards, and booklets of stamps would in future be sold at 
face value, and certain of the stamps would be issued in 
rolls. In reference to the new stamps Mr. Samuel further 
said: ‘‘At the same time, on Coronation Day, the public will 
be able to obtain most* of the new issue of stamps bearing 
the efhgy of King George. Most of them had been designed 
by the distinguished Australian artist, Mr. Bertram Mac- 
kennal, and some have been designed by a designer of great 
ability, Mr. Eve, and I trust the public will regard them as 
an improvement in appearance on the issues which have 
preceded them.’’ 

This is a very brief survey of the period pending the 
issue of the stamps. The stamps themselves must now be 
considered. 

The following official notice appeared on June 2oth,

Book oF Stamps.—Books containing eighteen 1d. and twelve 3d. stamps 
of George V design will be issued at an early date—price 2s. each. 
Pending their issue, the present books, containing eighteen 1d. and 
eleven 3d. stamps of Edward VII design, will, on and after June 
22nd, be sold for 1s. 113d. instead of 2s. as at present.

On Coronation Day (June 22nd, 1911) the first Georgian 
stamps were placed on sale. These were the two lowest 
values. More were expected, but the public had to be con- 
tent with these two values for some time, which, however, 
provided so much food for criticism that it was perhaps better 
that the entire series were not issued at the same time, for, if 
these first stamps had been taken as a sample for the rest 
of the series, they would have been very bad. 
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The frames of both values were designed by Sir Bertram 
Mackennal, who, at the same time, prepared two drawing's 
for the Head, neither of which were approved. One of these 
drawings was used for the Indian stamps with success, and 
the other for the coins of this country. The Head actually 
used for the stamps was taken from a favourite photograph 
of the King, selected by himself. No doubt from a photo- 
graphic point of view the likeness was excellent, but when 
it had to be engraved for a postage stamp it was just the 
opposite, the fine lines of the photograph being very difficult 
to reproduce on the small surface of the printing plate; addi- 
tional faults being that the new contractors (Messrs. Harrison 
& Sons), being new to the work of printing stamps, inked 
the plates very heavily, which gave the finished stamp a 
very blurred effect; another disadvantage was that the plates 
were engraved at the Royal Mint, who were not at all 
experienced at that kind of work. 

It may be of interest to recall some of the criticisms of 
the new stamps, which appeared in the Press at the time of 
their issue. The following letter appeared in ‘*The Times’’ 
of June 26th (1911) from Sir J. S. Purcell, a former Con- 
troller of Stamps at Somerset House :— 


To the Editor of ‘‘The Times.” 


Sir,—As one who, in the position of: Controller of Stamps, was for 
close on twenty years intimately associated with the production of the 
postage stamps of the United Kingdom, and who, in view of the loud 
bell rung by the Postmaster-General and others, looked forward to secing 
on Coronation Day a stamp infinitely superior to those heretofore issued, 
I confess to a very considerable disappointment. 

I hold (1) that. the design of the new stamps is extremely poor, and 
that there is no improvement whatsoever upon the old issues; (2) that 
the dies produced by the Royal Mint lack the sharpness of those made 
by Messrs. De La Rue; and (3) that in the engraving, the printing, and 
the workmanship generally there is no comparison between the stamps 
manufactured by that firm and those now issued to the public. 

I am told that, by the change of contractors, a saving of some 4,10,000 
a year was effected by His Majesty’s Government. Surely it was unwise 
to haggle over such a comparatively small sum, unless indeed there was 
a certainty of producing something more worthy of a nation and less 
like the issue of a small South American State.—Yours faithfully,

This. letter summed up the public opinion of the stamps 
at the time. Of the Penny stamp, the weekly journal ‘‘John. 
Bull” said: ‘‘Barring those at the foot of the Nelson candle- 
stick in Trafalgar Square, there never was such a Lion as 
on the stamp. The artist must have gone to a spaniel for its 
body, and to a spring chicken for its soul.’’

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ESSAYS. 


Very little is known about the essays for the Georgian 
series, nothing having appeared in print, with the exception 
of a paper read before the Royal Philatelic Society on March 
30th, 1922, by Lieut.-Col. A. S. Bates, D.S.O., from which 
we reprint the following :— 


“During the war, when I was on leave, I acquired a 
mass of documents in connexion with the issue now current, 
together with over one hundred die proofs and a number of 
photographs. Apparently these all came from two sources 
prior to their sale to me. 

“King Edward died on May 6th, 1910, but it was not 
until July 1st that the Postmaster-General invited a small 
number of artists to submit one or more designs for the 
frames of the first stamps to be issued with the Head of his 
present Majesty. In the invitations certain conditions were 
laid down :— 


““(q) The drawings were not to be larger than would go 
into a circle nine inches in diameter. 


“*(b) At least one was to be of a finished character. 
‘““(c) The designs were required by July 30th. 


‘‘(d) The designs should merely give an outline of the 
Head in profile to indicate the space it was intended 
to fill, this space to be about the same, or only very 
slightly smaller than, in the existing stamps of the 
late King. The profile was to face in the same 
direction. 

‘*(e) The background to the Head was to be solid in al 
cases, and not shaded. 

‘““(f) At least one design for frame was to include a lion 
couchant beneath it. 


‘“(¢) The words ‘Postage and Revenue’ were to appear, 
although the lettering might be small. 

“(h) No other words, letters, or figures were to be intro- 
duced. 

“‘(j) The inclusion of a Royal Crown of the type on the 
stamps of His late Majesty was desirable, but not 
essential. 
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‘(7) Every design was to embody in an easily visible 
manner the denomination of the stamp in numerals, 
either once or repeated, but not necessarily in words 
also. 


‘““Mr. G. W. Eve... was one of the artists to whom the 
invitation was addressed. For any design adopted fifty 
guineas would be paid for the first, and thirty guineas for 
each subsequent design by the same artist. 

“I do not know how many designs Mr. Eve submitted, 
but, undoubtedly, both the so-called ‘Wreath’ and ‘Pillar’ 
designs were his. Two were accepted, for the values from 
4d.* to 1s. inclusive.’’ 


Then follow excerpts from a number of letters which 
passed between Mr. Eve and the Royal Mint. 

The plate, which accompanied Col. Bates’s paper, con- 
tained no less than twenty illustrations of various essays, of 
which a description follows :— 


1. Original design (? ‘‘A’’) by Mr. Eve. This was not 
accepted. The Head in white relief (profile to left) on solid 
colour, above being a large Imperial Crown, beneath an 
alleged lion couchant; at either side a single rose on a stalk, 
each with three leaves. The top left corner has ‘‘POSTAGE”’ 
and the top right corner ‘‘REVENUE,’’ with a shield contain- 
ing the value, ‘‘1d.,’’ in both lower corners. 


2. Very similar to Die 1A of the Halfpenny; there is, 
however, a slight difference in the snouts of the Dolphins, 
which are much ‘“‘sharper’’ than in the actual stamp, also in 
the tablet of value the words ‘‘THREE HALF PENCE”’ are on 
solid colour. The figures and words are inserted by hand. 


3. Die proof of the accepted design for the Three-half- 
pence, except that the Head is three-quarters to left instead 
of profile. Dated July 14th, 1orr. 


4. Original design (‘‘B’’) by Mr. Eve. This was accepted. 
The design is with the Head in white relief (profile to left) 
on solid colour, surrounded with a wreath, tied with ribbon 
at the bottom, and surmounted by the Imperial Crown 
(larger than usual), at either side of which is a large figure 
“2”? on a white background. Below the Head is inscribed 
“‘TWO PENCE’’ in colour, the whole being surrounded by a 
rectangular frame of colour, with ‘‘posTaGE’’ engraved on 
the left and ‘‘REVENUE’’ on the right, the remainder being 


* ? 5d. to 1s.—only two designs were accepted. 
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filled in with ivy leaves. The entire design is very similar to 
the approved one for the od., 1od., and ts. values. 


5. Die proof before insertion of words and figures of 
value. The design is that of the approved Twopence, except 
that the Head is three-quarters instead of profile. 


6. Die proof value 24d. Two dies were apparently made 
of this design, which is the same as Die 1A of the Penny, 
the difference being in the letter ‘‘p’’ of ‘‘HALFPENNY.’’ 

7. Original design (? ‘‘C’’) by Mr. Eve. This was 
accepted, the design having the Head in white relief (profile 
to left) on solid colour, surmounted by the Imperial Crown, 
on the left of which is a large figure ‘‘3’’ (in colour on white 
ground) over a tablet containing “‘POSTAGE’’ in colour; on the 
right of the Crown is a similar ‘‘3,’’ with ‘‘REVENUE’’ under- 
neath. Below the Head is ‘‘THREE PENCE’’ in coloured 
capitals, and at either side is a pillar. The remainder of the 
stamp is filled in with fancy ornamentation, the tout ensemble 
being similar to the issued 5d., 6d., 7d., and 8d. stamps. 


8. Essay. Die proof. Value 3d. Very similar to the 
approved design, except that the Head (on white ground) is 
three-quarters instead of profile. There is also a difference 
in the engraving of the upper corners, which are filled in 
with a triangle. Colour trials were made from this die. 


9g. Essay. Die proof. Value 3d. Similar to No. 8, ex- 
cept that the Head is now on a shaded background, also the 
upper corners have been re-engraved, and are now filled 
with solid colour. The whole design is as for the issued 
stamp, except that the Head is three-quarters instead of 
profile. Colour trials were made from this die. 


10. Essay. Die proof, dated July 27th, 1911. Value 3d. 
Similar to No. 8. Head now on shaded background, with 
the upper corners still engraved. 


tt. Essay. Die proof. Value 4d. The Head is almost 
surrounded by a wreath, tied at the bottom, the entire bow 
being visible, beneath which is a tablet running right across 
the stamp, with ‘‘rouR PENCE’’ in coloured letters. Above 
the Head is the Imperial Crown, at either side of which is a 
large figure ‘‘4,’’ all three being on white ground. The 
design is surrounded with a rectangular frame, containing 
*“POSTAGE”’ on the left and ‘‘REVENUE’’ on the right, in un- 
coloured sans serif capitals. The remainder of the border is 
filled in with fancy ornamentation. At either side, between 
the frame and wreath, are some floral decorations, sur- 
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mounted by a number of small coloured lines which extend 
upwards as far as the top of the Head. Colour trials were 
made from this die. 


12.) Essay,.Die proof. Value 4d. Similar to No. 11, 
except that the Head is in profile and the shading extends 
right up the stamp. The bow is now partly covered by the 
tablet of value, which has been shortened, the space being 
filled in with engraving. Similar to the design as issued for 
the gd., 1od., and 1s. values. 


13. Essay. Photograph. Similar to No. 12, except that 
the point of the bust is nearer the centre of the bow, the 
shading behind the Head not being horizontal. 


14. Essay. Die proof. Value 5d. Similar to No. 11. 


15. Essay. Die proof. Similar to No. 7, except that the 
Head is now three-quarters on an engraved background, no 
figures or words of value having yet been inserted. 


16. Essay. Die proof. Value 7d. Very similar to No. 
12, except’ that the Crown is smaller, the words ‘‘SEVEN 
PENCE’’ being in coloured capitals on a background of solid 
- colour, the whole surrounded with a frame. At either side, 
between the outer frame and the wreath, is a band of solid 
colour extending upwards as far as the ‘‘z’’ of ‘‘POSTAGE.”” 
Colour trials were made from this die. 


17. Essay. Die proof. Value 7d. Similar to No. 12, but 
shading on Head not so pronounced. 


18. Essay. Die proof. Value 8d. As issued, except in 
the arrangement of the word ‘‘postaGe,’’ all the letters of 
which, except the last two, are placed in a horizontal line. 
Overprinted ‘‘essay.’’ Colour trials were made from this 
die. 

19. Essay. Photograph. Value od. Similar to No. 18, 
except that the Head is three-quarters, the word ‘‘PosTAGE’’ 
having the same arrangement as No. 18, ‘“‘REVENUE”’ having 
all its letters horizontally placed, except ‘‘RE.”’ 


20. Essay. Value trod. Photograph, on which the value 
and words ‘‘posTaGE’’ and ‘‘REVENUE’’ have been inked in 
by hand, all the letters being now horizontal. The remainder 
of the tablets are filled in with ornaments, otherwise the 
design is as issued for the 5d., 6d., 7d., andi 8d. values. 
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PROOFS. 


Although, no doubt, proofs exist of all values, no com- 
plete list has yet been published. A chart is appended, how- 
ever, so that they can be marked by the reader as recorded, . 
and the authors will be pleased to receive any information 
on the subject. 

Three colour trials are known of the 2s. 6d. (Waterlow 
printing) and one of the 5s., same issue. These, however, 
are really ‘‘printer’s waste.’’ A proof sheet of the 2d. is 
known in black, and another of the od. in black on yellow 
paper in a block of six, with Control K18 showing a distinct 
double impression.

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WATERMARKS. 


Before considering the various stamps of the present 
reign, it seems very necessary to make a note on the devices 
which have been and are used to watermark the sheets of 
paper which are employed in the production of the stamps of 
this country, and the order in which they appeared. Four 
entirely different types have been used :— 

(i) Imperial Crown. 

(ii) GvR Multiple. 
(iii) GvR Repeated. i 
(iv) GvR Single. 

For Dies 1a, 1b, and 2 of the 4d. and 1d. stamps, the 
old Imperial Crown paper was used until August, 1912, 
when the GvR Repeated, or Column as it is sometimes 
called, came into use. In December of the same year this 
was again changed to GvR Multiple. 

For Die 3 of the $d. and id.,* and for all other values 
to the 1s., only the GvR Repeated has been used, and the 
GvR Single for the 2s. 6d. to £1 inclusive.

IMPERIAL CROWN. 


When the Georgian stamps were first issued, there was 
at hand a supply of the Imperial Crown watermarked paper, 
which paper was first brought into use in 1880. It was in- 
tended not to use this paper after the last Edwardian stamp 
had been printed, therefore only the Half and One Penny 
stamps are to be found on this paper. The two side margins 
are watermarked with the word Postage, while the top and 
bottom margins are without watermark. One Imperial 
Crown is to be found on each stamp, there being 240 such. 
devices to the sheet.

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Strictly speaking, this is a Multiple watermark, as more 
than one of the cyphers fall upon each stamp; but to distin- 
guish it from the GvR Multiple, just considered, it is termed 
GvR Repeated or Simple. It appears that at various times 
during its use new ‘“‘bits’’ have been used, which can be 
distinguished by the size of letters, &c. A description of 
these sub-types, which are known as Types I, II, and III,

Type I. 


The letters of the first type of the GVR Repeated water- 
mark are larger than the types of the subsequent watermarks. 
The “‘G”’ of the cypher is somewhat badly formed, the top 
of which curves in such a way that, if the down stroke of 
the ‘‘G’’ were continued upwards as far as the top of the 
letter, the curve at the top would not be touched by it. The 
““v?? joins both the letters ‘‘G’’ and ‘‘R.’’ 

This type is to be found on all the stamps below the face 
value of Sevenpence (excepting the Sixpenny), and seems to 
have been in general use up to about 1918. 


Type II. 


The second type of the Repeated Cypher watermark seems 
to have been brought into use about June, 1913. 

It will be noticed that in this type the top of the letter 
““G’” overhangs more than in Type I, so that if the vertical 
stroke of the ‘‘G’’ is produced it will touch the side. The 
*“*v’? is smaller, and does not touch the two letters of the 
cypher. 


All values have appeared on this paper. 


Type III. 


The third type of GvR watermark was first reported in 
the “‘British Philatelist’? for November, 1917. It would 
seem that this type appeared during the early part of sare 
just at the time that Control J17 was appearing. 
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The best test,to distinguish this type is that the ‘‘v’’ is 
much smaller than the same letter in the two former types; 
also the ‘‘R’’ is smaller, the tail of which slants suddenly to 
the right, when compared with that of Type II. 

Varieties: Reversed, inverted, inverted and reversed, 
double, double (one inverted and reversed), no Crown above 
GvR. 

It has sometimes occurred that the watermark bits have 
become bent or broken, with the result that sometimes errors 
are to be noted of watermark.

In the January (1917) issue of the ‘‘British Philatelist,’” 
Dr. A. G. Paterson draws attention to the following small 
varieties in the GvR Repeated watermark :— 

(i) The top curve of the upper part of the “‘G”’ is 
missing. 
(ii) The lower half of the down stroke of the “‘R”’ is 
missing. 
(iii) The lower right-hand part of the ‘‘R,’’ only the 
extreme end is left. 
(iv) The top left curl of the ‘‘R’’ has gone. 


(v) The ‘‘v,’’ together with the lower half of the down- 
stroke of the ‘‘R,’’ has vanished. 


(vi) Similar to the preceding, but the ‘‘R’’ is intact. 


(vii) A malformed ‘‘G,’’ with the horizontal part almost 
straight, instead of being curved. 


(viii) Of the ‘‘G’’ only the foot remains. 


* The tail of the ‘‘r’’ is broken off close, so that it resembles the 
letter ‘‘P.”’ . 
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(ix) Somewhat like the preceding, but the remains 
of the “‘G”’ appear as ‘‘O.’’ This variety is to be 
found in a vertical strip of three, with the normal 
in the middle, and the missing ‘‘v’’ variety at the 
bottom. 


(x) The ‘‘R’’ is shorn at the top and bottom curves. 
(xi) The curves to the down stroke of the ‘“‘R’’ and 


‘“‘v’”’ are absent. 

(xii) There is no finishing curl to the top stroke of 
be. **G.?? 

(xiii) The entire lower half of the ‘‘G’’ is missing. 

(xiv) The second script capital appears as ‘‘P.”’ 

(xv) There is also a variety of the small Crown above 
the cypher, in which the lines form a cross in- 
stead of the two horizontal lines, with a perpen- 
dicular one above. 


GvR_ SINGLE. 


The higher values brought with them an entirely new 
watermark, to be known to collectors as GvR Single. This 
is a large-sized Royal Cypher, with Crown above, to be 
found once only on each stamp. 


Varieties: Inverted, reversed. 
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PERFORATION. 


Although generally noted as being perforated 15x 14, 
it is of interest to note that two gauges of perforation are. 
in use for the lower values, the two gauges measuring: 
15X14, 144 X14. 

It appears that all the stamps printed at Somerset House 
are perforated 15x14, while those printed by Messrs. 
Harrison & Sons may be found with both gauges of per- 
foration. 

For the higher values (2s. 6d. upwards) a large gauge of 
perforation is used, measuring 11x12, and although the 
same gauge is used for all three printings, it will be found 
that the perforation holes of those printed by Messrs. 
Thomas De La Rue & Co. are smaller than those of Messrs. 
Waterlow Bros. & Layton, or Messrs. Bradbury, Wilkin- 
son & Son’s printings. 

A rare variety of perforation occurred in 1912, when, as 
the stamps (4d. and 1d., Die 1A) were being produced under 
great pressure, the contractors obtained permission by tele- 
phone to use the Edwardian perforating machine, the differ- 
ence of gauge (14 x 14, instead of 15 x 14) being overlooked. 

In August, 1920, the Sixpenny also appeared perforated

First ISSUE. 


On June 22nd, 1911, the first issue of the Halfpenny 
appeared, the design being the Head of the King enclosed 
within an oval band, above which is a large Imperial Crown. 
On the left of the Crown is the word ‘‘postaGeE,’’ and on the 
right the word “‘REVENUE,’’ both in small sans serif coloured 
capitals. Two dolphins support the frame, below which is a 
tablet containing the value in small white roman capitals. 
In each of the upper spandrels is the value in large white 
figures. 

The colour and make-up of the sheet remain the same as 
for the Edwardian stamps of the same value. 

Of this stamp there are two distinct varieties (Die 1A 
and 1B). Without the aid of a lens these appear to be the 
same. There are, however, minor differences between the 
two dies, which are summed up as follows :—

On January ist, 1912, stamps of a somewhat similar but 
redrawn design were issued, the main differences being that 
the King’s Head is much clearer, the hair is thinned, the 
parting of which can now be clearly seen, and the original 
sharpness of the curve under the ear is softened, also the 
bust, having been slightly lengthened, gives a better balance 
to the Head. A minor alteration was also made in the 
frame, the Dolphins’ eyes now being round instead of oval. 

The colour, watermark, and perforation are the same as 
for the first issue. 

A minor variety, in which there is no Cross on the 
Imperial Crown, appears on this and the two subsequent 
issues.

On October 15th, 1912, this stamp appeared on paper 
watermarked GvR Repeated, the colour, perforation, and 
make-up of the sheet remaining the same.

On October 17th of the same year this stamp appeared on 
paper watermarked GvR Multiple, the colour and perfora- 
tion, &e., remaining as before. 


S1xTH ISSUE. 


On January 31st, 1913, a new stamp of similar design 
was issued, without any explanation on the part of the 
Postal Authorities, the only difference being that the Head 
of the King is now in profile. This issue is still in use. 

The colour, perforation, and make-up remain as in all 
the previous issues, the watermark being GvR Repeated. 

A preliminary printing of this value was made at Somerset 
House, but cannot be distinguished without the control. 

A variety of this stamp is known in which there is a 
large white blot nearly covering the left numeral of value. 


SEVENTH ISSUE. 


In August, 1913, this stamp appeared with GvR Multiple 
watermark; no controls were used, as the stamp was in- 
tended for issue in rolls only. A few sheets have, however, 
been found, but horizontal pairs and blocks are extremely 
rare.

The first Georgian Penny stamp was issued on June 22nd, 
1g11, the design having the same Head as on the Halfpenny 
of the same issue, which was enclosed within a wreath of 
laurel, tied at top, bottom, and sides with ribbon. This 
wreath is surmounted by a small Imperial Crown, at either 
side of which, in small curved tablets, is the inscription 
““POSTAGE’’ on the left, and “‘REVENUE”’ on the right, both in 
small sans serif capitals. Below the Head will be found a 
Lion couchant, at either side of which the value is ex- 
pressed in large uncoloured figures. The Lion is resting on 
a tablet of solid colour, containing ‘‘ONE PENNY’’ in large 
white roman capitals, the frame being the work of Sir 
Bertram Mackennal. 

The colour remained red in conformance with the rules 
of the Universal Postal Union. The watermark and make- 
up of the sheet are the same as for the Edwardian stamp of 
the same value, but the perforation was changed to 15 x 14. 

As for the Halfpenny stamp, there are two dies of this 
value, the chief differences being found in the shading on 
the ribbon on the right side of the Crown.

SECOND ISSUE. 


In August, 1912, Die 1B appeared on paper watermarked 
GvR Repeated.

THIRD ISSUE. 


Owing to the dissatisfaction expressed by the public with 
the design of the first issue, it was decided to attempt to 
improve the appearance of the stamp. 

The new design, which is generally referred to as Die 2, 
or sometimes the redrawn type, was issued on January Ist, 
Ig12, and was certainly a slight improvement on the original 
stamp. 

The alterations to the frame are that the background of 
the spandrels are now in solid colour, as is a great part of 
the ground behind the Lion, which, now that it has been 
shaded, has a more Lion-like appearance; the wreath of 
laurel is lighter and not quite so wide. On the whole, 
clearer and sharper impressions are obtained from this die. 


FourtH Issue. 


On October 15th, 1912, this stamp appeared on GvR 
Repeated paper, the colour, make-up, and perforation re- 
maining the same.

Two days afterwards the same stamp appeared on GvR 
Multiple paper, the colour, make-up, and perforation re- 
maining as before. 

This paper was only in use for a short time, and was 
originally intended for the National Health Insurance stamps. 
The border is, however, watermarked Postage. 


S1xTH ISSUE. 


On October 8th, 1912, a Penny stamp of a new design 
was issued, without any explanation on the part of the Postal 
Authorities. This design is still current. 

The design of the new stamp has the same Head as the 
Halfpenny already described but enlarged, now in profile, 
it being enclosed within an oval frame, above being a small 
Imperial Crown, at either side of which, in small uncoloured 
sans serif capitals, in a straight line, are the words ‘‘post- 
AGE,’’ ‘‘REVENUE,’’ on a shaded background, one word on each 
side. Below the oval frame is a chaplet of laurel and oak 
leaves, tied in the middle, below which, in an oblong frame, 
is the value ‘‘ONE PENNY’’ in uncoloured capitals on a shaded 
background, at either side being a large numeral ‘‘r.’’ 

The colour, perforation, and make-up remain as before, 
the watermark being GvR Repeated, with the usual number 
of varieties, which will be found in the Check List. 

A number of varieties have occurred on this stamp, the

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THREE HALFPENCE. 


First ISSUE. 


On October 15th, 1912, a stamp to the value of Three- 
halfpence appeared. In design it is the same as the Half- 
penny, Die 3, with, of course, the exception of the value, 
both the Head and frame being the work of Sir Bertram 
Mackennal. 

_ The colour selected was brown, of which there are a 
large number of shades, the perforation being 15x14, and 
the Post Office sheet consisting of 240 stamps in two panes 
of ten rows of twelve stamps. 

This stamp is printed on all three types of the GvR 
Repeated paper, with the usual varieties of watermark. Since 
June, 1918, a very large quantity of these stamps have been 
used, as Three-halfpence is now the Inland Letter Rate. 
Towards the end of 1918 it appeared in booklet and coil 
form, which will be considered in a separate chapter, the 
watermark varieties being mostly from the booklets. Re- 
cently this value has been discovered on unwatermarked 
paper. 

Another variety is a flawed plate, in which the last letter 
“*E’’ of “*PENCE’’ appears as ‘‘F’’—thus ‘‘PENCF.’’ This is 
to be found on the twelfth stamp in the third row of the lower 
pane. So far this error has only been noted on some sheets 
with Control L18. It was again issued in 1g19g, with Con- 
trols Mig, O1g, and Q21. This has now been corrected. It 
can still be found, however, as the bottom stroke of the ‘‘E’’ 
is rather long. 

The first printing of this value was made at Somerset 
House with the Control A.12, but cannot be distinguished 
without the control, the remainder of the printings being 
made by Messrs. Harrison & Sons.

The first Georgian Twopence appeared on August 2oth, 
1912, in an entirely new design. 

The Head of the King, which is the same as for the pre- 
vious value, is enclosed within a wreath of laurel and oak 
leaves, tied at the bottom with ribbon, on which is inscribed 
““POSTAGE’’ to the left and ‘‘REVENUE”’ on the right, in small 
coloured sans serif capitals. The wreath is surmounted by 
a small Imperial Crown, at either side of which it is again 
tied, the ends of the ribbon partly filling the upper spandrels 
at either side of the stamp. Near the bottom are octagonal 
frames, containing the value in large white figures on a lined 
background. Below these is a frame of solid colour, with a 
white border, enclosing the words ‘‘Two PENCE”’ in uncoloured 
capitals, the whole design being the work of Sir Bertram 
Mackennal. 


The colour selected was orange, which in November, 
1913, was changed to red-orange. 


The watermark is GvR Repeated, Types I, II, and III, 
the perforation and make-up of the sheet remaining as before. 


This stamp at first appeared without a control, being 
printed by Messrs. Harrison & Sons. After this a small 
printing was made at Somerset House, with the Control 
C.13, all subsequent printings being made by Harrison.

Like the Ninepenny stamp this was at first issued in 
sheets of 120 stamps, but in 1919 it appeared in full sheets 
of 240 stamps. As in nearly all other values of the Georgian 
series, this was at first printed at Somerset House with the 
Control B.13, the remainder of the printings being made by 
the contractors, Messrs. Harrison & Sons.

First ISSuE. 


The first Georgian Half-Crown stamp was issued on 
July ist, 1913,* the shape being transverse oblong, the 
same size as a pair of the lower values. 

The design, which is the best of any of the Georgian 
series, consists of the Head of the King, in profile to the 
left, entirely surrounded by a circular wreath of laurel 
leaves, tied with ribbon at top and bottom, on the left-hand 
side of the stamp; on the opposite side, looking in the 
same direction as the King, is Britannia, armed with a 
Trident and Shield, upon which is the Union Jack; she is 
standing in a Chariot drawn by three Sea Horses, one 
coloured and two white. At the base of the stamp, in the 
centre, is a shaped tablet containing the inscription ‘*2/6,’’ 
“HALF CROWN,” ‘‘postaGE.”’ 

The stamps, which were designed by Sir Bertram Mac- 
kennal, are printed from a recess plate (line engraved), 
which was prepared at the Royal Mint, being engraved by 
Mr. J. A. C. Harrison, each plate consisting of forty stamps 
in ten rows of four. 

The colour to be selected was sepia, of which there are 
a large number of shades. 

A special and tougher paper than for the lower values 
is used; watermarked with a large Royal Cypher with a 
Crown above, one only appearing on each stamp, this is 
termed GvR Single. 

Owing to the difference in the paper it was found neces-

Unlike the lower values, this and the higher values do 


“not have any control. 


This value was at first printed by Messrs. Waterlow 
Bros. & Layton, the distinguishing characteristics being that 
the colour is of a much darker shade than the second or third 
issues, and the gum is white to yellowish, and evenly dis- 
tributed over the back of the stamp. (See page 292.) 

There is only one variety of this issue, being a re- 
entry, and we reprint the following description, by Mr. 
Chas. Nissen, from Volume XIV _ of the ‘‘British 
Philatelist’’ :— 

“Collectors will be interested to learn of a well-marked 
re-entry on the Half-Crown stamp of the current issue. 

**This value is printed in sheets of forty stamps, arranged 
in rows of four each, and the variety now under considera- 
tion is found on the first stamp from the left in the second 
row. 

“The re-entry, which is quite clear, appears on the 
right-hand portion of the stamp, proving that the impres- 
sions from the roller were laid down horizontally on the 
plate, starting from the left hand. 

“The roller was evidently applied a little too high, and 
not quite in vertical alignment, for the duplication is distinct 
at the end of the stamp and ‘runs down’ to nothing half- 
way across. If you look at the outside frame-line at the 
upper right you will see the extra line, which is quite dis- 
tinct as far as the helmet, but can be distinguished with 
a glass up to the point of Britannia’s spear. 

**The bottom frame-line is also double, just like the top 
line, but the duplication is inside the frame; the frame-line 
on the right is double at the top, the two lines converging 
when near the bottom of the design. In the shield, how- 
ever, the re-entry is particularly noticeable. The horizontal 
lines resulting from the first contact with the roller are 
quite clear, and in a lesser degree are the lines at the 
edge of the diagonal uncoloured bands, forming part of the 
Jack. 

““Of course, more than one plate has been used for print- 
ing the stamps. The re-entry does not seem to appear on 
the early printings of Waterlow & Layton, or the last print- 
ings of De La Rue... .’’ 

All the higher values are available for postal and tele- 
graph purposes only.

In December, 1915, when Messrs. Waterlow Bros. & 
Layton’s contract expired, the plates were handed over to 
Messrs. De La Rue & Co. 

For this printing the same plates were used, and as the 
perforation, watermark, and make-up are the same, they 
can only be distinguished by the colour, which is not so 
deep as for the previous issue, also the shade varies more, 
and by the gum, which is more yellow and very streaky, some 
parts being very thick, and others with very little gum. 

With this and all the other issues of the high values 
it is very difficult to lay down any hard and fast rule for 
distinguishing the various printings, and actually it will 
be found that practical experience and close comparison 
alone are of any use to the collector. 

The stamps of this issue can easily be divided into four 
different printings by the colour, of which a full list will be 
found in the Check List. 

The re-entry, described under the previous issue, will be 
found on the early printings of the issue. 


THIRD ISSUE. 


In March, 1919, Messrs. De La Rue & Co.’s contract 
expired, and Messrs. Bradbury, Wilkinson & Co. became 
the new contractors. 

For this printing new plates were made, as the ones 
which had been in use were showing signs of wear; very 
slight differences may be noted in the engraving, also the 
stamp is a trifle larger, the vertical measurements now 
being 224 mm. instead of 22 mm., as in the first two issues. 
The horizontal rows are now 44 mm. apart (vertically) in- 
stead of 4# to 5 mm., as before.* There is also a slight 
difference in the paper, which, for the most part, is wove 
thick and stiff, but for the later printings is sometimes 
pseudo-laid, the colour being mostly white, but has been 
found with a creamy tinge. The gum is white and thin, not 
unlike the Waterlow printing. 

The perforation, watermark, and make-up remain as be- 
fore, the colour now being dark brown with very few shades. 

Dots were laid down on the plate for the guidance of the 
engravers, and will be found as follows :—

This is the easiest of all the high values for differentiating 
the different printings, as, although the first two are printed 
in practically the same colour, the Waterlow issue the gum 
is white to yellowish and evenly distributed, also the colour 
does not show on the back of the stamp. In the De La Rue 
the gum is yellowish and streaky, and the aniline colour 
shows clearly on the back of the stamp. For the Bradbury 
issue the colour has more red in it, the gum being pure 
white, also in go per cent. of the copies the dot appears 
above the stamp.

Mr. J. H. Vallis informs us of an absolutely infallible test 
for distinguishing the Waterlow and De La Rue printings

The postal rates being again raised in 1920, Twopence 
becoming the Inland letter rate, stamps of this value were 
included in the booklets, the $d. and 14d. stamps being left 
out, the booklets containing eighteen 2d. stamps and six 1d.

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ROLLS. 


During 1912 a new method-for the distribution of stamps 
was adopted, the method being the Automatic Stamp Vend- 
ing Machines, which are worked on the principle of ‘‘a 
penny in the slot.’’ 

Special coils of stamps had to be prepared for these 
machines, and it may be of interest to briefly describe the 
method of manufacture. In the first place, special plates. 
are not prepared to print the stamps in long strips, as 
might be expected; the stamps to be used are from the 
ordinary plates of 240 stamps, and vertical strips of ten, or 
horizontal strips of twelve, are joined together, a portion of 
the margin being used to join the several strips to each 
other; a label is attached to the last stamp of the coil, bear- 
ing an inscription denoting the price, &c. This is wound 
round the coil, and the whole secured by tape, which is.

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POSTAGE DUE. 


It was as late as April, 1914, that Postage Due stamps 
were first brought into use in this country; prior to that date 
deficient postage was always collected by the stamping of 
the letters, &c., with a rubber stamp, to denote the due 
which had to be paid. In this way there was little or no 
check on the monies received. 

Of these stamps there are two separate printings, one 
made at Somerset House and the other by Harrison & 
Sons. In all cases the watermark (GvR Repeated) is side- 
ways. In the Somerset House printing the top of the 
watermark is always to the right of the stamps, and in the 
Harrison printings the top is always to the left. 

The following notice appeared in the Postmaster- 
General’s report for the year 1914 :— 


‘*‘PosTAGE DUE LABELS. 


‘““These were introduced on April 20th, 1914, in order 
to denote the surcharge on letters, parcels, and other posta] 
packets posted unpaid or underpaid. They are affixed at 
the office, and date-stamped before they are sent out for 
delivery. 

‘This new system has effected a saving of work, and is 
more satisfactory to the Post Office staff than the pre-exist- 
ing arrangement.” 


These stamps are printed in sheets of 240 stamps, and 
bear a control.

In the four corners are the National Emblems, 
the remainder of the design being filled in with fancy 
ornamentation; the entire background, except for the tablets 
containing the description, is composed of solid colour. 

The colour selected was green, of which a number of 
shades can be found; the watermark, GvR Repeated, Side- 
ways, with Crown to right, Type 1 only being used, and 
the perforation 14x15, the sheet consisting of 240 stamps. 

The first printing of this stamp was at Somerset House 


with Control D.14. Seconp IssuE 


Later, in the same year, 1914, the plates were handed 
over to Messrs. Harrison & Sons, who have made all print- 
ings since then. 

The colour, perforation, and make-up of the sheet remain 
as for the first issue, the watermark being GvR Repeated, 
Sideways, with Crown to left, Types II and III being used.

It is of interest to here note that since 1840, when the 
Penny postage was introduced, a Penny has remained the 
minimum charge for letters. On June 3rd, 1918, this charge 
was raised by 50 per cent., the minimum rate being 14d. 
for 40z. 

On April 22nd, 1918, the fourth War Budget was intro- 
duced by Mr. Bonar Law, the then Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, who, in the course of his statement, said :— 


“POST OFFICE RATES. 


‘‘The first item, not of taxation, but which yields addi- 
tional revenue, I propose to the House of Commons, is an 
increase in the Post Office rates. The House will remember 
that this was recommended by a Committee in 1915. It was 
considered then, and the Government did not adopt it; but 
our need then was very different from what it is now, and 
there is this fact also, that the change has been made in 
nearly all the great countries of the world. We propose, 
therefore, that the rate upon letters both at home and to the 
United States and our Dominions should be 14d., and that 
the rate on post cards should be 1d. From this source of 
revenue we expect to derive in the present year £3,400,000, 
and in a full year £4,000,000 per annum.’’ (An Hon. 
Member: ‘‘For the same weight?’’) ‘“‘I do not think the 
House wishes me to go into details. They will all be con- 
tained in a White Paper, which will be available to-morrow 
morning.’’ 
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As promised, a White Paper was issued the following 
morning (April 23rd, 1918); this is known as the Financial 
Statement, 1918, on page g of which the following pro- 
posed rates of postage appeared :—

3.—A similar increase will be applied to these letters, the rate for which 
is at present 1d. per oz. This will bring in 4,140,000 in a full year.

4.—It is proposed to raise the }d. post card to 1d., and the yield is 
estimated at 4,750,000 in a full year. 


PARCELS. 


5.—It is proposed to replace the present scale, which progresses gener- 
ally in steps of 1 lb., from a minimum of 4d., by a triple scale of—not 
exceeding 3 lb., 6d.; 3 Ib. to 7 Ib., od.; 7 Ib. to 11 lb., 1s. Allowing for 
a reduction in business, the increase is expected to produce 4,500,000 in 
a full year. 


On April 30th, 1918, the Postmaster-General (Mr. Iling- 
worth) introduced the Post Office Bill, which was necessary 
to bring into effect the proposed rates. The Bill was read for 
the first time. 

A week later, on May 6th, 1918, the Bill was read the 
second time, Mr. Ilingworth, in his speech, announcing 
that it had been decided that the rates of postage on letters 
to soldiers serving abroad remain unchanged. 

On June 3rd, 1918, the new rates came into force.

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On June 5th, 1918, a cartoon appeared in ‘‘Punch’’ with 
reference to the Increased Postal Rates, the title of which 
was ‘‘Another War-Profiteer’’; in the drawing the figure of 
Mercury is seen wearing a postman’s cap with a P.O. letter- 
bag across his shoulder, lettered G.P.O.; he is mounted on 
a ‘‘scooter,’’ the front wheel being a Penny and the back a 
Halfpenny. 

One of the visible outcomes of the new rates was the issue 
of a Threepenny Postage Due stamp, of the same design of 
those already in use, the colour to be selected being violet. 
New stationery was required, the post cards having a Penny 
printed stamp, and the letter cards a stamp to the value of 
Three-halfpence, the colour being brown, and the design as 
the Penny stamps. At first no envelopes were put on sale 
bearing the Three-halfpenny embossed stamp, they only being 
struck to special order. After a time these envelopes were 
issued in the usual way. 

To meet the new charges a new registered stamp was 
struck, the colour being blue and the value Threepence Half- 
penny, the design being the same as those already in use, 
but inscribed ‘‘POSTAGE 14d. REGISTRATION 2d. =34d.”’ 

Booklets of stamps were issued, containing twelve copies 
each of Half, One, and Three-halfpenny stamps, being sold 
at the face value 3s. These were put on sale in October, 
1918; afterwards the booklets appeared with eighteen Three- 
halfpenny and six each Half and One Penny stamps, being 
sold at the same price. 

Later the Three-halfpenny stamp was issued in coil form. 

The rates of postage of 1918 remained in force until 
June ist, 1920, when important alterations were made, the 
minimum letter rate being advanced to 2d., thus returning 
to the days of the Twopenny post. For some months be- 
fore the Budget statement was made, the Press had pre- 
dicted an increase in the rates. Mr. Austen Chamberlain, 
then Chancellor of the Exchequer, made his statement on 
Monday, April roth, 1920, in the course of which he said 
the following (Hansard, No. 43, Vol. 128, page 82, April 
19th, 1920) :— 


““POST OFFICE CHARGES, 


“At this stage I am obliged to ask the Committee to 
look at the position of the Post Office. In 1913-1914 the 
Post Office revenue, after defraying all charges, yielded a 
net surplus revenue of 46,500,000. To-day there is a loss 
of 43,000,000. To this I have to add an estimated further 
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loss of £8,000,000, as the probable cost of settling the 
outstanding claims of the postal service for additional wages 
and bonus. The increased wages of staff over the level of 
1913-1914 would then absorb no less than £,29,000,000 a 
year. We are thus feced with a deficit on the Post Office of 
#11,000,000. It has become a subsidized service. I trust 
the Committee will support the Government in the deter- 
mination that, at least, if it yields us no net revenue, it shall 
not involve us in a loss. We therefore propose an increase 
in postal rates and charges. It will be found in detail in the 
White Paper. These increased charges are estimated to 
produce £,6,500,000 this year, and enough, when they are 
fully complete, to balance the Post ike expenditure in a 
full year. 

“‘The main increases are as swe :—In the letter 
postage an increase to 2d. per 3 ounces, and 4d. for each 
additional ounce. In the newspaper postage, now resulting 
in a heavy loss, there will be a postage of 1d. for 6 ounces 
or less, instead of 4d., with 4d. for each further 6 ounces. 
Parcel post will follow the increases already made in the 
rates for the carriage of parcels by rail. The minimum 
charges for telegrams will be raised to One Shilling, with 
One Penny for each additional word over twelve words. 

Charges for post cards and printed papers will also be 
raised. The Inland rates for these cannot be put up until 
the foreign rate is increased, and the foreign rate depends 
upon the decision of the International Congress, which meets 
at Madrid in the autumn. We propose, however, to take 
power now to increase the charge for post cards to 14d., 
but not to bring these charges into force until after the 
Conference. There are also other minor charges set out in 
the White Paper, and legislation will be necessary for these 
purposes.’’ 


The White Paper referred to, in the course of the speech, 
is known as Financial Statement, 1920-1921; this was issued 
on the same day that the Budget Statement was made. This 
paper contains all the Budget proposals, and on page 15 of 
it is to be found the proposed postal rates, a copy of which 
appears over page.

“AT RANDOM. 


‘‘After June 1st the Three-halfpenny stamp will revert to 
its former obscurity, and its place in the public eye will be 
taken by the orange Twopenny. So far as is known, no 
change is contemplated in colour, though it is more liable 
to be confused with the Penny stamp (still to be retained for 
post cards) than its predecessor. Possibly, when prices 
really settle down into something like finality, we shall have 
a reconsideration of the whole question of tint at St. Martin’s- 
le-Grand. Obviously the red and green of the Penny and the 
Halfpenny stamps were originally chosen by reason of their 
vividness and contrast, and side by side with either of them 
the yellowish Twopenny is a pale and indefinite thing.’’ 


Again, another change was made in 1921, when certain 
rates were raised; these changes came into force on the 
night of June 12th-13th, the letter and parcel rates remain- 
ing the same, the chief alterations being :— 

Inland post cards.—14d. each. 

Printed paper rate.—2oz. for 1d., with each additional

At the same time, the foreign letter rate was increased 
to 3d. for the first ounce, and 14d. for each additional 
ounce.

THE OFFICIAL STAMPS OF THE REIGNS 
OF QUEEN VICTCRIA AND KING 
EDWARD VII. 


INTRODUCTION. 


HE Official—or, as they should more correctly be 

termed, The Departmental—Stamps of Great Britain 

require special mention, as among these some of the rarest 
stamps of this country are to be found. 

The stamps of this Part fall into eleven sections, which 
will be considered separately. 

As the sale of these stamps in an unused condition was 
at one time forbidden, they are as a rule much scarcer in this 
condition. 

The idea of having stamps for the exclusive use of Gov- 
ernment Departments originated with the very first postage 
stamp, but for some reason the idea was never adopted, the 
V.R. stamps (of which more later) being the only visible 
remnant left. 

From 1840 until October, 1882, when it was at last 
decided to issue special stamps, official correspondence had 
to be pre-paid by means of the usual stamps which were 
purchased from the Post Office, the cash paid for the stamps 
being refunded once a quarter, but when the Official Stamps 
themselves were issued they could be obtained by the 
Departments on requisition. , 

It may be of some interest to note that for a very short 
period these stamps were put on sale to the public at 
Somerset House, but when their public sale was withdrawn 
it became an offence to deal in these in an unused condition, 
however they may now be bought in this state as they were 
withdrawn from use on May 12th, 1904. 

Although it has never before been included in any hand- 
book, we are able to definitely state that all official stamps 
were overprinted by Messrs. Thomas De La Rue and Co. 
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“V.R.” OFFICIAL. 


When the postage stamp was introduced in 1840, it was 
also intended to issue stamps solely for official use, and_ 
accordingly a plate was prepared. 

The design was exactly the same as for the Penny Black 
except that the Maltese Crosses in the upper corners were 
removed and the initial ‘‘ V ’’ inserted on one side and 
‘* RR’? on the other, hence the name ‘‘ V.R.”’ Official. 

One plate, numbered A, was prepared exactly as for the 
issued stamp, even to the marginal inscription, which reads 
‘* price ld. per label, 1s. per row of 12, £1 per sheet,”’ etc., 
which is rather _curious as the stamps were intended for 
Government use only and not for sale to the public. An 
impression was taken from this plate on April 15th, 1840, 
which was approved on the 27th of the same month, after 
which the plate was hardened and re-registered on the 9th 
May. 

The stamp was printed in black on small Crown paper, 
and was, of course, imperforate. 

It is uncertain how exactly many sheets were printed, but 
it was about 5,000, and a number of copies were sent out to 
Postmasters on May 8th, 1840, accompanied by the following 
notice :— 

TO ALL POSTMASTERS; 
General Post Office, 
7th May, 1840. 


‘“‘ Referring to the circular of last month, transmitting specimens 
7 of the Penny Adhesive Labels, I now enclose two specimens of 
the Twopenny Adhesive Labels, which you will preserve . . . for the 
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purpose of comparison with any doubtful postage stamps passing 
through your hands. .. . I also enclose, for your information, two 
specimens of the Label Stamp bearing the letters V.R. at the upper 
corners, which are to be applied to the correspondence of Public 
Departments and other persons formerly enjoying the privilege of 
official franking. .. . 
““ By command, 
** 'W. L.MABERLEY, 
** Secretary.” 


For some reason this idea fell through, and although a 
few copies were actually used for postage and some: sheets 
for experiments with obliterating marks, the bulk, consist- 
ing of 3,302 sheets, was destroyed on January 25th, 1843, 
the plate being destroyed on March 6th, 1859. 

Four varieties are known of this stamp, being those 
lettered ‘‘ O.L.’’ in which the tail of the ‘‘ R ”’ is broken, 
an eteee , cand P.L.,”’~on- which there are 
traces of the stars in the upper corners.

The watermark, perforation, and make-up of the sheet 
being the same as for the ordinary issue.

On January Ist, 1887, a new design appeared in the 
Postage Set, the design being very similar to the first two 
issues, and subsequently it appeared, on 21st January, 1888, 
in the overprinted series.

This stamp will be found with both thick and thin, also 
double overprints.

SIXPENCE. 


First Issue. 

On November 30th, 1882, the Sixpence appeared with 
the overprint ‘‘ I.R. OFFICIAL.” 

The design is the head of the Queen, in profile to left on 
a lined background, being enclosed in a sexagonal frame, 
‘above which is ‘* PostaGE’”’ in coloured capitals, below 
being ‘‘ SIXPENCE ” also in coloured capitals, both on a 
white background. At either side of the head, in the centre 
of the stamp is the plate number ‘‘ 18” in coloured figures 
enclosed in a small circle. The four corners contain coloured 
check letters, the remainder of the design being filled in 
with ornamentation. 

The colour of the stamp is grey and of the overprint 
black, the watermark Imperial Crown, the perforation 14 x 
14, and the sheet consists of 120 stamps. Only Plate 18 
was used. No varieties are known. 


SECOND ISSUE. 

The purple on rose of the Jubilee series was issued with 
this overprint on June 14th, 1901, and was in use until the 
official stamps were withdrawn in 1904. 

A minor variety is known with a short foot for the letter 
““ L ” of ** OFFICIAL.”’ 


THIRD ISSUE. 


The Edwardian sixpenny was issued on May 12th, 1904, 
the day on which the entire series was withdrawn, and is 
consequently the rarest of all official stamps, as nearly the 
entire stock was destroyed.

The next stamps overprinted for official use were the 
Government Parcels series. These were issued to all 
Departments, including the Head Office, to prepay postage 
on their parcels, the first stamp of the series being issued in 
1883. 

As is generally known, letters sent over the various rail- 
way lines are carried by contract, but by the Act of Parlia- 
ment establishing the Parcels Post, the Railway Companies 
receive 55 per cent. of the actual postage paid on all parcels. 
In order to avoid this payment, Government parcels up to 
three pounds in weight were sent by Letter post, thus 
passing free, but over this rate they had to be sent by Parcel 
Post. 

It would appear to have been the intention of the Govern- 
ment to use what are known as the unappropriated dies for 
these stamps, and an essay is known of the threepenny 
stamp of this series, overprinted ‘* SPECIMEN,’”’ with the 
words ‘‘ Government Parcels ’’ inked in by hand. Nothing 
came of the idea, however, and the ordinary postage stamps 
were overprinted. 

Before the type of overprint was finally selected, various 
essays were made, and the threepenny stamp, with  sur- 
charge ‘‘ 3d.,’’ also the sixpenny surcharged “‘ 6d.’’ are 
known (1) with the words ‘* GOVERNMENT PARCELS ”’ in small 
sans-serif capitals in two lines. (2) with the same words 
used, but in a larger and very thin type; also (3) as actually 
issued, with ‘* Govr. PARCELS ’”’ in two lines of thick black 
type. An essay was also prepared cn the One Shilling 


Brown, Plate 14, with the same overprint as issued, except. 


that there is a full stop after the word *‘ PaRcELs.”’ 

No official notice is known authorising the use of these 
stamps. 

It is difficult to obtain really fine used copies of this series, 
as on the majority the postmark is very heavy. 

It is interesting to note that a set of the Edwardian 
values with this overprint is known cancelled with a circular 
postmark containing the word ‘‘ ADMIRALTY.’’

At first the Office of Works perforated their stamps in 
the same way as private firms perforated theirs; there were 
two types of perforation, the first “‘ H.M.O.W.”” in two 
lines, and the second a Crown suspended above ‘‘ O.W.,”’ 
the halfpenny vermilion and penny lilac being used in this 
way. 

In the Post Office Circular of March 24th, 1896, the fol- 
lowing notice appeared :— . 


‘“* STAMPS OVERPRINTED ‘ O.W. OFFICIAL ’ TO BE USED IN CERTAIN CASES 
FOR OFFICE OF WORKS CORRESPONDENCE.”’ 


‘* The Postmaster-General has approved of the use of stamps over- 
printed ‘ O.W.,’ ‘ Official,’ for denoting the postage and registration 
fees on letters, etc., transmitted by certain officers of the Office of 
Works.”’ 


Only two values were issued at this time, being the half- 
penny vermilion and the penny lilac. Later other values were 
issued which will be dealt with in due course. 


The stamps were issued to the Assistant Surveyors at 
Liverpool, Birmingham, Bristol, Leeds, Southampton, Edin- 
burgh, and Glasgow, and to the sub-office at Manchester, 
whose business was to maintain and erect Courts of Justice, 
Customs Offices, Revenue Offices, .etc., also to the Clerk of 
Works stationed at various Embassies on the Continent and 
elsewhere, hence the values of 24d., 5d., and 10d., which 
were used by the Head Office in London for Foreign Corre- 
spondence. 


These stamps are much scarcer than other official stamps: 
as the activities of the Department were very limited; also 
Inland Letters to and from the Head Office passed free, 
which considerably reduced the number used.

The only twopence halfpenny value to be overprinted for 
this series was the purple on blue value of the Jubilee series 
of 1887, which appeared on September Ist, 1896.

was that the thin overprint for the two previous values 
would not have shown up very well on such a dark coloured 
stamp. 

The design, watermark, perforation, etc., of this stamp 
have already been described under the Surface Printed Issue. 
The overprint, for which black ink was used, was applied 
to the complete Post Office sheet of 120 stamps. 

Only one variety is known of this stamp, that which 
has a broad open top to the ‘‘ y’’ of ‘* ARMy,’’ this is very 
different to the ‘‘ splayed y’’ which appears on the lower 
values.

- Mr. Bernstein states, ‘‘Also I am officially informed that 
2,000 sheets of 240 stamps were ovegprinted . . . and its 
rarity leads me to suppose that nearly all the stamps of 
the second type were amongst those that were returned to 
be destroyed.

When the Board of Education applied for overprinted 
stamps the fivepenny Edwardian stamp had not been issued, 
so the Jubilee stamp of that value was used.

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BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Board of Trade was really the first Department to 
use official stamps, but instead of overprinting the stamps 
they were perforated with a ‘‘ Crown”’ and the initials 
“ae B.T.”’ 

We do not intend to deal fully with these stamps, in 
fact, it is impossible, as although they are officially issued 
there is no record of when they appeared or what has been 
issued. Two types are known, in which the size of the 
perforation holes varies, also sometimes the full stop does 
not appear after the ‘‘ B.”’ 

The use of these stamps was stopped at the same time 
as all the other official stamps, consequently they can only 
be found on Victorian or Edwardian values. A check list

Stamps have, at various times, been perforated by the 


Stationery Office with a ‘‘ Crown ’”’ over the letters ‘‘ s.o.”’ 
for their own use. It is not known which stamps have been

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Section VIII. 
CONTROLS. 


INTRODUCTION. 


“ (~ ONTROLS,”’ as the letters and/or figures on the 

margins of the sheets of our stamps are called, were 
first introduced in the year 1884 by Messrs. T. De La Rue 
~ & Co., the contractors for the printing of the stamps, at the 
suggestion of Mr. W. H. Cousins, the then Controller of 
Stamps at Somerset House, as a means of checking the 
output of stamps. 

Up to the end of the reign of King Edward VII, these 
letters were only applied to the stamps of the value of 
Half and One Penny, but when the Georgian series were 
issued the system was extended to all values up to and in- 
cluding One Shilling. | 

Until the year 1904 the letter only was used; from that 
year the letter used in conjunction with a number, the 
number denoting the year, thus 5=1905, 20=1920. Gener- 
ally the control letter is changed twice a year; thus J17 
would be the early part of 1917, and K17 the later part of 
that year. 

Many varieties of perforation and Jubilee line are known, 
but all these varieties are not generally listed. No exception 
to the general rule will be made in this section, but the main 
varieties will be listed as under :— 

(a) Without Jubilee line. 

(b) With Jubilee line. 

(c) With continuous line. 

(d) With broken line. 

(e) With perforated margin at bottom. 


(f) With imperforate margin at bottom. 


The control is not a part of the printing plate, but a 
piece of type clamped on to the plate during the printing, 
as is the Jubilee line which surrounds the plate. This is so 
termed, as it was first used in 1887, the year of the Jubilee. 
It is placed around the plate to prevent undue wear on the 
outer stamps.

Control letters are to be found on the Halfpenny 
vermilion of 1887, the Halfpenny green of 1g00, and the 
Penny lilac of 1881. The positions of the control letter for 
both values are always the same, being under the eleventh 
stamp (i.e. the second stamp from the right-hand side of the 
sheet). 

The controls of this period fall under two divisions :— 

(a) Without Jubilee line. 

(b) With Jubilee line. 

Generally speaking, specimens without the Jubilee line 
are the more desirable. 

A number of varieties of faulty printing can be found, 
particularly on Control ‘‘O’’; also various letters differ in 
“thickness.

The first division of the Jubilee line is, as the name 
implies, continuous, extending right round the sheet with- 
out a break; whilst the line in the second division is broken 
just where the vertical perforation touches the bottom 
margip and the horizontal perforation touches the side 
margin. The line was broken so as to admit air running 
between the lines of stamps, thereby obtaining a clearer 
impression. 

Of the Halfpenny stamp there are two distinct shades of 
green. Controls A, B, C, C4, D4 of this value in the deep 
green shade are to be found under the eleventh stamp (right- 
hand side), while Controls C, C4, and D4 in the same shade 
are to be found under the second stamp (left-hand side). 
The second shade is very much paler, generally noted 
as green. All the controls on the sheets of this shade are 
to be found under the second stamp. 

The controls on the sheets of the Penny stamps are always 
found under the eleventh stamp (right-hand side). 

Controls A to J1o are the work of Messrs. De La Rue 
& Co., while sheets with Ari are the work of Messrs. 
Harrison & Sons.

For the stamps of the Georgian series the system of 
controls was continued, and extended to all values up to and 
including One Shilling. 

Of nearly all the stamps there are two printings, the 
first or trial printing made at Somerset House, and the 
second by Messrs. Harrison & Sons, the contractors, of 
London. There are, however, one or two exceptions. The 
Penny Die 3 has always been printed by Harrison, as have 
the 14d., 3d., and 4d. Postage Due stamps, and the Half- 
penny Dies ta and 1b. In the same way, the 6d. stamp and 
ts. Postage Due have always been printed at Somerset 
House. 

The two printings of a stamp cannot be distinguished 
unless a portion of the margin bearing the control is attached, 
as the two printings are identical. 


SOMERSET HOUSE. 


Printings made at Somerset House may always be distin- 
guished by the presence of a period (.) between the letter 
and the number, thus A.12 

In the Halfpenny and One Penny values, the $d. Die 3 
excepted, Egyptian (Block) type is used, whereas in the 
higher values and $d. Die 3 Old Roman type is used. This 
is smaller and neater than that used by Messrs. Harrison.

Harrison printings can always be distinguished by the 
absence of a period between the letter and the number—thus 
Air. Up to date two types of letter have been used, A11 
to K18 Egyptian type is used, and from Li8 Roman type 
is used. 


POSITION OF CONTROL. 


The control is always placed on the bottom margin of 
the sheet. In the case of the Penny stamp it is always 
found under the eleventh stamp (the second stamp from the 
right), while in all the other values it is to be found under 
the second stamp (the second from the left). 


No ConrtrROL. 


The Halfpenny stamp, with no control, was issued in 
Manchester in error. The Twopenny, with no control, was 
intentional, and is a Harrison production, as it was at first 
intended to issue the higher values without a control.

Three types of GvVR Repeated watermark are now to be 
noted. Type I as Illustration I, and Type II as IIlustra- 
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tion II. The sign I or II following a stamp denotes which 
type of watermark that stamp is to be found with. 

‘“The first Repeated type of watermark showed a some- 
what badly formed Script G, the top of which curves in such 
a manner that, if the down stroke of the G were continued 
upwards as far as the top of the letter, the curve of the top. 
of the G would not be touched by it, or, to put it in a differ- 
ent way, if the side of the ‘v’ is produced upwards it would 
touch, but not intersect the curve of the G. 

‘In the second type of watermark the top of the G over-. 
hangs more so, and if the vertical stroke of the G is pro-. 
duced it will intersect the curve.”’

From Control Cr3 we shall have to consider two types of 
the GvR Repeated watermark. Now, from Control J17 
there is a third type to consider, which shall be known as 
Type Ill. The best way to distinguish this type is the ‘‘v,’’

The Three-halfpenny stamp with Control 18 only (issued 
June, 1918) is very rare. The rates of postage had just 
been revised, an additional $d. being added to the letter rate, 
which brought the Threehalfpenny stamp into great use, 
special printings being made of this value with the Control 
18 only. 


NOTICE FROM THE Post OFFICE CIRCULAR, MAY 7TH, 1912. 


‘‘Applications appear not infrequently to be made at Post 
Office counters by stamp dealers and collectors for postage 
stamps, taken from a certain part of the sheet, with a strip 
of gummed margin attached, bearing certain ‘control 
marks,’ consisting of letters and numbers. Sometimes a 
request has even been made to examine a counter officer’s. 
whole stock of postage stamps, with a view of ascertaining 
whether or not there are in it stamps of value or interest 
to a dealer or collector. Counter officers must decline to 
comply with any such applications.’’ 


In the Check List the sign ‘‘X’’ signifies that the stamp: 
is known in that condition, ‘‘—’’ that it is unknown, and 
where there is no sign at all, that it is uncertain in which 
condition it exists. In cataloguing the errors of watermark 
it is often uncertain to which type the error belongs. Only 
those which have been chronicled in a particular type are 
marked as such. .

INTRODUCTION. 


ry the early days of postage stamps very few of our Colonies 

had yet issued any, accordingly British stamps were, 
and in some cases still are, used. These stamps cannot be 
distinguished except by the postmark, which was usually a 
number and letter enclosed in an oval frame of bars. 

In addition to these Colonies and foreign countries, &c., 
British stamps have been used abroad during the Crimean 
War, the Egyptian Campaign of 1882 to 1885, and the South 
African War of 1900 to 1902, of which a full list will be 
given; also in the Great War of 1g14-1918. These last, 
however, are far too numerous to be dealt with within such 
a work as this, and the reader is referred to various books 
which will be found in the Bibliography at the end of this 
section. 

It is interesting to note that certain Colonial Post Offices 
were allocated cancellation numbers from the British Post 
Office list after they had issued their own stamps. A list of 
these will be found on page 504.

je cal time to time certain stamps of this country have 

been overprinted or surcharged for use in places out- 
side the British Isles. As a rule, these are for colonies where 
the demand for postage stamps is not sufficient to warrant 
the issue of a special series of stamps.

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I. BRITISH BECHUANALAND. 


British Bechuanaland is a Protectorate of Great Britain 
situated in South Africa, having an area of 275,000 square 
miles and a population of, roughly, 120,000, the majority 
being native Bechuanas, ruled by their own chiefs. 

The chief town is Mafeking, famed for its siege during 
the South African War. 


To turn to the stamps of this Protectorate, the first 
to be issued were those of the Cape of Good Hope, 
which were overprinted in February, 1886, to be followed 
by the Halfpenny vermilion of Great Britain in October, 
1887; at the same time, a set of stamps from the unappro- 
priated dies were issued, to be followed by stamps of the 
Jubilee Issue of Great’ Britain; also, in due course, by 
Edwardian and Georgian stamps. 


On March ist, 1900, Bechuanaland entered the Postal 
Union, and on April 1st, 1908, Imperial Penny Postage was 
adopted.

Cyprus is an island situated in the Mediterranean Sea, 
near the mouth of the Gulf of Iskenderoon, having an area 
of 3,584 square miles and a population of about 240,000. 

This island came into British hands in 1878, it being 
handed over by the Porte by the terms of the Anglo-Turkish 
Convention of that year. 

During the late war, it is interesting to note, this island 
was offered to Greece by this country. 

From 1878 to 1880-81 English stamps were used in 
various towns of Cyprus. These can only be distinguished by 
the postmark. The towns and numbers to be found on certain 
English stamps are (the hand stamp being of the same type 
as those used in England) :—

All these marks may be found on certain of the stamps of 
this country, a list of which is given in Section IX. The town 
of Platres was allotted a number [098], but so far no English 
stamps have been found with this number. 

In 1880, certain of the British current stamps were over- 
printed and/or surcharged for use in Cyprus. Here, as far 
as we are concerned, our history ends, as in the following 
year (1881) these became obsolete, to be replaced by a special! 
set for the island.

The Irish Free State, established by Act of Parliament in 
1922, consists of the Provinces of Leinster, Munster, Con- 
naught, and the counties of Cavan, Donegal, and Monaghan 
in Ulster, the remaining counties of Ulster forming a separate 
Government, who still make use of the stamps of Great 
Britain. 

On February 17th, 1922, the entire series of British 
stamps were put on sale, overprinted in Gaelic ‘‘RIALTAS 
SEALADAC NA HEIREANN 1922,’’ which signifies Provisional 
Government of Ireland, 1922. This overprint was applied 
locally by two Dublin printers, Messrs. Dollard, Ltd., over- 
printing the 4d., 1d., 2$d., 3d., 4d., 5d., 9d., and rod. values 
with the overprint in five lines, and the higher values (2s. 6d. 
to 10s., Bradbury Wilkinson printing) in four lines, the year 
being in antique numerals without a stop; the remaining 
four values (1$d., 2d., 6d., and 1s.) were overprinted by 
Messrs. Alex. Thom & Co. in five lines, the numerals of the 
year being in thick Roman type without the full stop. 
Until April 1st-the overprint was applied in black. On that 
date the 24d., 4d., and od. values appeared with a red over- 
print by Dollard, Ltd. The colour of the overprint was 
changed, as it was found that the black on the dark-coloured 
stamps was not very distinct. 

During June, 1922, rolls of the $d., 1d., 14d., and 2d. 
stamps were issued with the Irish overprint. As the local 
printers had not facilities for this work, the overprint was 
applied in England by Messrs. Harrison & Sons. This is 
similar to the Thom overprint, but slightly larger, measuring 
I7 mm. X15 mm., as against 16 mm. x 14 mm. of the Thom 
overprint. 

During the disturbances of June-July, 1922, Messrs. 
Dollard, Ltd., discontinued the overprinting of the stamps, 
as their works were in the ‘‘war’’ area, the work being 
undertaken by Messrs. Thom & Co. From this time all 
values were printed by this firm in a new blue-black ink, the 
24d., 4d., and od. remaining with the red overprint. About 
December, 1922, a new plate was used, with a wider spacing 
to the word ‘‘Sealadac,’’ which measures 154 mm. 

In December, to commemorate the establishment of the 
permanent Government, the stamps appeared with a new 
Overprint in three lines, ‘‘SAORSTAT EIREANN 1922,’’ 1.e. “‘Free 
State of Ireland 1922,’’ the overprint being applied by 
Messrs. Thom & Co. 

(At the present time a permanent series of stamps are 
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in the course of issue, the 2d. value, with the map of 
Ireland thereon, being the first to appear on December 
6th, 1922, but as these are outside the scope of our book 
they are not included. Many errors of spacing ave 
known in the overprinted stamps, which are not here 
listed.)

Originally the Turkish Empire occupied a much larger 
portion of Europe than it does at present, extending to parts 
of Greece, Serbia, and Roumania, and including the town of 
Salonika, now a portion of Greece; but during the last few 
years these dominions have diminished, more particularly 
after the Balkan War. 

Owing to the chaotic state of the Ottoman Posts, various 
of the great Powers established Post Offices of their own, 
Great Britain, France, Italy, Russia, Austria, Roumania, 
Greece, and Germany having offices, all of which were closed 
in 1914 as a result of Turkey’s declaration of the ‘‘Aboli- 
tion of the Capitulations.’’ 

The first British Post Office was established as early as 
1832. It appears to have been confined to the correspondence 
of the Embassy. 

The first note of English stamps to be used in the Levant 
was during the Crimean War, when an office was opened at 
Constantinople in November, 1854, Mr. E. J. Smith being 
sent from London as Postmaster to the Forees, with three 
assistant Postmasters and seven sorters. The then current 
stamps of Great Britain were taken with him, and used on 
letters. This was the first occasion of English stamps being 
used outside the British Isles. The stamps used during this 
campaign can only be distinguished by a special postmark ; 
these remained in use until July 12th, 1857, and have been 
listed in Section IX. 

In September, 1857, the Constantinople Post Office was 
opened to the public, other offices being opened at later dates. 
These stamps are, of course, to be distinguished only by 
their postmarks. A full list will be found in the previous 
section. 

The unsurcharged stamps were sold at the rate of 24d. to 
the piastre, and, owinmg to the depreciation of Turkish cur- 
rency in 1884, when the value of the piastre fell to 2d., it 
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was found that by buying these stamps in Turkey and selling 
them in England a profit of 20 per cent. could be made. This 
led to the English stamps being oyerprinted, so that they 
were only valid for postage in the Levant. 

The 24d., 5d., and 2s. 6d. stamps were the first to be 
surcharged; these were issued on April ist, 1885. In 1893 
the stock of the 40 para on 24d. was exhausted, so, to meet 
the demand for this value until new supplies arrived, the 
Halfpenny vermilion was surcharged 4o paras at Constan- 
tinople with a brass handstamp; these were on sale from 
February 25th to March ist, 1893. As only twenty-five sheets 
were printed they are, of course, rare. Messrs. Stanley 
Gibbons remark in their catalogue ‘‘as fraudulent copies were 
made with the same handstamp, it is almost impossible to 
distinguish originals, therefore we do not sell them.’’ These 
stamps were not sold to the public in the usual way, but were 
affixed to letters by the postal clerks. On the first day of issue 
the handstamp was damaged, all stamps issued after that day 
having the ‘‘s’’ of ‘‘paRAs’’ broken. Lately a mint block 
of 69 of these stamps has been found; these were con- 
tained in an ‘‘O.H.M.S.’’ envelope, endorsed :—‘‘Seventy 
specimens of a postage stamp $d. overprinted 4o paras, re- 
tained from eight hundred specimens received from Con- 
stantinople.’’ The eight hundred specimens above mentioned 
were sent to London to be forwarded to Berne to be distri- 
buted among the Postal Union. 

On August 15th, 1905, ten values of the Edwardian 
stamps were overprinted ‘‘LEVANT,’’ without the Turkish 
currency. These were used on newspapers, parcels, &c., 
the parcel rate at that time being 3lb. 1s., 7lb. 2s., 11]b. 3s., 
insurance 5d. and 74d. 

On December 28th, 1909, these values, with the exception 
of the $d., 1d., and 2d., were withdrawn, the remaining 
copies on hand being sent to London to be destroyed. 

Later, stamps surcharged in local currency were issued. 

The Edwardian issue provides a provisional issued at 
Beyrout on July 2nd, 1906, which was in use for only two 
days. The supply of the 1 piastre on blue giving out, the 
2d. green and carmine was surcharged with this value under 
the authority of the British Vice-Consul at Damascus. The 
Beyrout Consul being away on leave at the time, the sur- 
charge was applied at the American press, great care being 
taken that there were no errors in the type, which was 
broken up after the printing. A forgery of this stamp exists, 
made by a Syrian; this may be detected by measuring the 
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space between the ‘‘1’’ and the ‘‘p.’’ In the original it is 
only 1} mm. wide, while in the forgery it is 3 mm. wide. 

The Georgian stamps were only in use for a short time. 

In 1918, when Constantinople was occupied by the British 
Forces, the Post Office was reopened, ordinary British 
stamps being used there for three years. These stamps can 
be distinguished only by their postmark. 

Towards the end of the year 1921 two new series of 
British surcharged and overprinted stamps appeared for use 
in the British Post Offices in Turkey, these being the first 
British stamps to be issued in this place for seven years. 


SURCHARGED SERIES. 


When, in 1921, all the Foreign Exchanges were fluctuat- 
ing, it was thought expedient to surcharge a series of British 
stamps in local currency, as about that time the value of the 
piastre had fallen to about 600 or 7oo to the 4, so that the 
English stamps without overprint could be bought at a cheap 
rate, and sold at a considerable profit in England. 

In this series there are ten values, ranging from 30 paras 
to 180 piastres; these were not put on sale at the same time, 
but on various dates between July 27th and August 16th. 

It appears that these stamps were surcharged in full 
sheets, and sent out to the Levant in this state. 


OvERPRINTED SERIES. 


About the same time the surcharged series were put on 
sale an overprinted series were issued, comprising seven 
values from 4d. to 2s. 6d. The 4d. and 1d. were from the 
1913 series, the other values being new. It will be noticed 
that the remaining values (2d. upwards) have the surcharge 
in slightly taller and thicker characters. It is probable that 
a plate of 240 was used for the 2d. and is., and a plate 
of 120 for the 3d., 4d., 5d., and 6d., while a 4o plate was 
used for the 2s. 6d. 

These stamps are used for parcels.

VII. NAURU. 


Nauru, Navodo, or Pleasant Island, is a small coral island 
situated in the Pacific Ocean thirty-three miles south of the 
Equator, 2,000 miles from Australia, and 4,700 miles from 
America. This island is twelve miles in circumference, and 
5,000 acres in extent, and was discovered by Capt. J. Fearn 
on Thursday, November 8th, 1798. The island has valuable 
phosphate deposits. 

During the late war, in November, 1915, this small island 
was captured by a British Force, it being up to then included 
in the Marshall Islands, which were then German posses- 
sions. 

Certain German stamps were found in the island on its 
occupation by the British; these were taken to Rabaul and 
there surcharged, none of which were issued in the island. 
The first stamps to be used in the island were the $d., 1d., 
2d., and 24d. Australian stamps, overprinted ‘‘N.w. PACIFIC 
ISLANDS,’’ they being used until February 1gth, 1916. In 
December, 1915, a series of six English stamps were over- 
printed with the word ‘‘NauRvu’’ in black, except in the case 
of the 10s., which was overprinted in red. At first these 
stamps were unprocurable unused, being affixed to letters by 
the postal clerks of the island. ‘The first printing of these 
stamps was as follows :— 


4d., 3,600.

The arrangement of the postal clerks affixing the stamps 
continued until October 16th, 1916, when fresh supplies were 
received from England. The stamps were then placed on sale 
in the usual way. 

During 1916, stamps to the value of 2d., 3d., 4d., 5d., 
6d., 9d., and 1s. were added to the series. 

For the lower values the type is set in 120 pieces (12 x 10 
=120), the whole sheet being overprinted in two operations. 
It appears that the 4d., 1d., 2d., 24d., 3d., 4d., 5d., 6d., 
and od. values are issued in full sheets, and the 1s. in half 
sheets of 120. Likewise the whole sheet of the higher values 
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is Overprinted in two operations, the type being ~in twenty 
pieces (4 x 5=20). 

By the Treaty of Peace with Germany, Germany renounces 
all rights in her colonies outside Europe; therefore Nauru 
passes into the control of the Allied Powers, Great Britain 
being granted a mandate for the administration of the island. 

A large number of varieties of shade and overprint can 
be found, the principal ones being listed below. The thick 
overprint is not mentioned, as this is caused by dirty type.

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VIII. OIL RIVERS PROTECTORATE. 


From July, 1892, to November, 1893, British stamps were 
used in this protectorate overprinted ‘‘BRITISH PROTECTORATE 
OIL RIVERS.”’ 

In May, 1893, the name was changed to Niger Coast Pro- 
tectorate, special stamps being issued about the November 
of that year. On December 28th this territory was taken 
over by the Imperial Government, being divided into two 
separate administrations, known as Northern and Southern 
Nigeria, sister territories, issuing stamps of their own. 
Another change was made in 1914, when the two territories 
were combined, and stamps inscribed ‘‘NIGERIA’’ were issued.

After the war and the capture of Zululand, British 
stamps were overprinted and used for five years (1888-93).
